REACTION OF EGYPTIAN OPPOSITION TO MUBARAK REGIME 

Critic Disputes Foreion Involvement

LText/ The Cover Story: Some hours after al Sadat's assassination on 6 October, 
the Egyptian opposition in London distributed a statement declaring that al-Sadat's 
killing is to be considered the first incident of its kind in the modern history of 
Egypt and that if this incident proved anything it was that al-Sadat had pursued a 
path which was not normal as far as the feelings of the Arab people in Egypt and 
their domestic and national orientations went. 


The statement, which the news agencies distributed in London, stressed that violence 
heagets only violence and that al-Sadat reaped the violence he had pursued against the 
nationalist opposition, in spite of the claims he made about democracy -- which was 

in reality a disguised dictatorship that increased with the arrest of all the nation- 
alist opposition, in all its creeds and tendencies, regardless of age, sex or religion. 
Therefore the opposition found recourse only to the method of violence in responding 

to his methods, 


The statement by the Nasirist Egyptian opposition abroad declared that the shots fired 
at al-Sadat were not so much aimed at him as at his domestic and national policies 

and his hostility toward his Arabhood and his national identity. It said that al- 
Sadat's killing constitutes a lesson for everyone following the same path. 


After the statement stressed that this event would shake al-Sadat's policies, 
regardless of who took power after him, it said that al-Sadat imagined that he could 
fool everyone in Egypt some of the time, or fool some of the people all of the time, 
but he could not fool all of the people all of the time. 


This statement was issued under the signature of ‘Abd-al-Majid Farid, former minister 
for the presidency in the era of ‘'Abd-al-Nasir and now chairman of the board of the 
Center of Arab Studies in London. He is well known as the most prominent leadership 
personality in the Nasirist tendency abroad. 


AL=-DUSTUR met with 'Abd-al-Majid Farid and a brief conversation took place on the 
assassination and the statements made about bodies that were responsible for it out- 
side Egypt, as well as what would happen after the killing of al-Sadat.

As regards the assassination act, 'Abd-al-Majid Farid expressed his belief that the 
group which executed the operation wes ea domestic military group that acted without 
any quidance or contact from abroad. He said that when the "windows" of democracy 
in Egypt are closed and its ruler departs from Arab society and does not accept con- 
sultation, explosions and rectifications come from the army, which is part of the 
very essence of the Eqyptian national movement and expresses the nationalism and the 
feelings of the Eqyptiar people most truthfully. 


"Abd-al-Majid Farid said in this regard that what the Egyptian army did under ‘Urabi's 
command and what it did under the command of ‘Abdeal-Nasir were not far from 

people's memories and he also stated that the men in the army of Egypt today are not 
the children of a specific class but are the children of all social groups. 


Concerning the “organization” that declared its responsibility for the assassination 
from Seirut, which was said to belong to an organization led by Gen Sa'd al- 
Shadhili (the armed forces chief of staff in the days of the October war and a 
leading figure opposed to al-Sadat abroad), 'Abd-al-Majid Farid said that he did not 
believe that this information was correct and added that the organization al- 
Shadhili had formed under the title of the National Front basically consisted of the 
Eqyptian Communist Party (Foreign Branch) and some independent elements. 


With regard to the religious current inside Egypt and declarations made about the 
affiliations of the people in the group that carried out the assassination act, ‘Abd- 
al-Majid Farid referred to the fact that al-Sadat had used the religious tendency 

“in the political sense" when he came to power, with the objective of hitting out 
with it at the general leftist tendency in the form of Nasirists, communists and 
sOcialists. He added that for the sake of this qoal the religious’ tendencies were 
permitted much greater degrees of movement than were the other political forces, 

but toward the end of his time al-Sadat suffered from that tendency. 


On the assassination itself, 'Abd-al-Majid Farid said that it was difficult for the 
human mind to imagine or accept that just four or five people were behind this 
Planning. 


In response to the question "After al-Sadat, what?" ‘Abd-al-Majid Farid replied 
"Al-Sadat's departure will have a great effect in the international and Arab con- 
texts. 


"In the international context, America saw a substitute for the Shah in al-Sadat, 
especially when we consider Egypt's resources and advantages in terms of geography 
and people. America also saw in the Eqyptian-Israeli alliance an alliance which 
covered the area and was a base against the Gulf, to compensate for the rapid de- 
ployment forces. It is certain that the calculations have been disrupted today, with 
the death of al-Sadat." 


In the Arab context, ‘Abdeal-Majid Farid expressed his belief that al-Sadat "as a 
person” hac personal outbursts which blocked the road between Egypt and the Arabs. 


Concerning Eqyptian policies after the departure of al-Sadat, ‘Abd-al-Majid Farid 
stated that any regime that wanted to rule and continue to rule in Egypt and not 
end up the way al-Sadat did must take Eqypt's interests in the first place, before 
any other interests or considerations. 
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When the new ruler beains to review his calculations, he will have to realize that 
Egypt's interests in the existence of national unity will be realized only by a 
national reconciliation that joins all political forces aroun a single goal, and 
that it is also in Eqypt's interests to have its cause resolved within a real Arab 
context, because what Eqypt can obtain alone is certainly nit what it can obtain in 
an Arab context. 


Similarly, Eqypt's interests lie in liberating Arab and Egyptian soil at the same 
time, and in returning, in the international context, to the policy of nonaligqnment 
and positive neutrality now that the barriers to the isolation which occurred be- 
tween Egypt and the Arab community in recent years have been broken. 


As to whether he believed that the Eaqyptian reqime under the presidency of Husni 
Mubarak would be different from what it was under al-Sadat's presidency, ‘Abd-al- 
Majid Farid replied by declaring "In general no new regime makes statements as soon 
as it takes power, to give reassurance to the international community. Following a 
review of calculations, what has been said in the first weeks could change." In 
this regard ‘Abd-al-Majid Farid emphasized that the first step that must be called 
for now is the immediate release of all the opposition forces that al-Sadat arrested 
and the granting of /rights/ to them that opposition forces in all democratic 
regimes qet. 


"Abcdeal-Majid Farid reasserted that national reconciliation and support for mili- 
tary force, the restoration of the Arab role to Eqypt and its return to the Arab 
community, and the pursuit of a balanced international policy was the way to 
govern in Eqypt. 


If the regime continues al-Sadat's platform and policies, what happened on 6 
October is not remote from one's mind.

LText/ With reference to what was published on the first page of issue 39 of the 
newspaper MAYU, /See article following this/ I present you with the following 
response, in hopes that you will be so kind as to publish it not just in declara- 
tion of the truth and not just in execution of the provisions of the law, but also 
to underline a new spirit which must govern dealings between the opposition parties 
and the ruling party, whose policies your newspaper expresses. 


Proceeding from this premise, I am writing you the following explanations in hopes 
that you will be kind enough to publish them: 


1. As regards our part's request to meet the president, while our party issued a 
decree to its members to vote “not in agreement" in the referendum to elect the 
President, the secretary general of the party, prior to the referendum, requested 

a meeting in which he stated the reasons for this position. These may bs summarized 
by the fact that our party was opposed to the main policies of President al-Sadat, 
out of a position of principle, and that when President Muhammad Husni Mubarak de- 
clared his full commitment to these policies and positions, our party, in harmony 
with its position in principle, voted, along with its members and friends, that it 














was not in agreement. Had it done otherwise its previous opposition would have been 
based on personal foundations, not on an objective position of principle. 


Then again after the referendum our party requested a meeting to state our views on 
the current policies in general. 


2. As regards your remark that the party issued a statement in which it welcomed 
President Mubarak and that the party said that it was comforted because President 
Mubarak did not attack the Soviet Union or Libya, which you said provoked indignation 
because the president does not attack the Soviet Union, Libya or any other country, 
we would like to point out the following: 


A. The party did not happen to issue any statement tn that effect. 


B. The last statement issued by the secretariat general of the party was the one 

in which its members and friends called for a vote of “not in agreement” in the 
referendum to elect the president. No other statement was issued by the party since 
that. 


C. The fact of the matter is that the secretary general of the party gave a number 
of press interviews in which he underlined a number of the positive aspects contained 
in the president's statements and speeches, including the fact that President Husni 
Mubarak did not take a position of hostility to the opposition or persons in it, 

even those who did not vote for him in the referendum; that the president called 

for a dialogue with the opposition; and also that he did not attack Arab countries 
and issued orders to the press not to reply to the attacks issued by Arab countries, 
mentioning specifically Libya, and would not start a military attack on any Arab 
country, specifically Libya. 


He called for a fight against corruption and laxity and said that he would settle 

the conditions of the people who had been detained and would release anyone against 
whom no act that was criminal by law had not been proved. Also he did not attack the 
Soviet Union in his speeches and statements. 


It is no secret that quoting part of the statement not only disrupts the balance of 
the truth, it also perhaps on some occasions qives an impression contrary to the 
truth, which is what happened in reaard to this incident. In any event, our party 
does not conceal its position on the need to improve relations with our brother 
Arabs, among them Libya, and the need to return to a policy of nonalignment and 
balance in international relutions, especially the two superpowers, in a manner that 
will protect Eqypt's interests. 


3- As to what you published to the effect that an official source told MAYU “Why 
does the Grouping Party single out these two countries in particular -- every 
Eqyptian's affiliation must be with Egypt and all his thinking must be on Egypt's 
behalf!" 


That statement provokes indignation because it is not a true democratic tradition 


for anyone to make himself responsible for determining to what extent Egyptians are 
loyal to their country. Perhaps the official source needs to have us remind him 
that improving relations with our brother Arabs, including Libya, is one of the 
pillars for realizing Eqypt's interests and that Egypt cannot attain its real 














interests in conflict with its Arab brothers. In addition, the policy of nonalignment 
and adoption of a balanced position vis-a-vis the two superpowers, America and the 
Soviet Union, also lie at the heart of Egypt's interests. 


How creatly our Sarty wishes that that tune which casts doubts on the loyalty of 
Eqyptians for views they hold or which considers that loyalty to Egypt is the mon- 
opoly of people with a specific position or a specific view would vanish. In any 
event, the people alone are able to issue their verdict on the loyalty of a given 
party to the cause of the nation and the people. 


4, Our party appreciates the difficulty of the present circumstances and appre- 
ciates the need to concentrate ail efforts on facing terrorism under any uise. 
Cur party expressed its practical position of appreciation of these circumstances, 
in hopes that other parties would take the same position.

we would have hoped that this statemerit, which was made in the words of Khalid 
Muhyieal-Din, had been turned into practical exercise to which his party committed 
itself, and that the party would really have acted in accordance with an apprecia- 
tion of the current circumstances and would) have forgotten the narrow party view for 
the sake of the higher national iriterest for a while. 


If the Groupino Party had committed itself to what its secretary general actually 
says, and placed the national interest ahead of party interests, the party would 
have adopted the same position, marked by responsibility, that its colleaque in 
opposition, the Labor Party, did. 


The Labor Party, the Groupinog's colleaque in the opposition, rose above all the 
sensitive feelinas and disputes that had blemished its relations with the National 
Party government in the recent period. The party just mentioned that all Egypt was 
facing a dark danorr, that democratic life, with all its ramifications, was exposed 
to threats of armed terrorism, and that the terrorist scheme, had it succeeded, 
would not differen*iate between the majority and the minority, or between the party 
in power and the party in opposition. 





For this reason the Labor Party took a wholehearted Eqyptian position. It did not 
look at the referendum on the presidency as a party matter but considered it a 
national issue linked to the stability and security of Eqypt. When the party said 
"Yes" to Husni Mubarak, it was in reality saying yes to the stability and security of 
every Layptian citizen and was participating with the rest of the masses in protect- 
Egypt from falling into the hands of bloodthirsty terrorist gangs. 


The Grouping Party, most unfortunately, could not rise to the level of this historic 
positian and transcend its party view of affairs in delicate circumstances which 
cannot encure a party viewpoint. 
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For this reason the party issued a decree to its members to vote “not in agreement” 
in the referendum. Its excuse in doing so was that it opposed the policies of the 
late leader and that President Mubarak proclaimed his commitment to those policies. 


This means, for instance, that the Grouping Party wanted Husni Mubarak to abandon 
the policy of peace and consequently abandon the remaining portion of Sinai, which 
was to be liberated in a few months, so that the party could say "yes" in the 
referendum. 


While the Grouping Party decided to depart from the national consensus on such an 
issue of destiny, that is its right as quaranteed it by the democratic rules to 
which we adhere. 


However, it would have been more appropriate for the Grouping Party to exercise this 
democratic right within the boundaries of the nation first of all, and not rush to 
export its positions to foreign papers, because the issue of constitutional change in 
Eqypt does not concern the readers of papers abroad so much as it concerns the 
Egyptian masses. 


In spite of all that, President Husni Mubarak has announced that he will meet 
Khalid Muhyi-al-Din as he met Ibrahim hukri and Mustafa Kamil Murad, because 
Mubarak's decisions are issued from a nationalist perspective, not a party one, 
and because the majority chose Mubarak as a president for all the Egyptians.

Mubarak Meets Opposition Heads

Llext/ President Husni Mubarak invited us to meet him. The meeting lasted an hour, 


andi could have been confined to expressions of politesse, but the president, on his 
initiative, turned it into an invitation to a dialoque that might take place among 








parties in order to create positive participation based on the general recorcilia- 
tion that everyone wants. 


This is a very positive trend, and it could have good results. While there is a 
large majority whose numerical superiority enables it to govern and carry out the 
policies the party seems fit, we can only imagine that this country, and this 
people's affairs, are ‘the responsibility of everyone living on Caoyptian territory. 


When there is stability or when there are dangers, the effects of this stability 

and these dangers are not only reflected on the party of the majority -- they are 
also reflected on everyone living on the territory of Eqypt and clinging to the hope 
that there may be a way for this people to advance for the sake of attaininc its 
national onoals and raise its individuals’ standard of living in order to attain 
welfare. 


I co not consider that Presicent Mubarak's call for participation is directed at the 
opposition parties alone. Rather, it is a call to everyone, including the National 
Party itself, hased on the fact that the stabil ty we all want, setting forth sound 
bases for our life, is not the responsibility of people who assume power or who are 
in various places in the agencies of the qovernment but rather is the product of the 
work or can be the product of the work of all the members of the society -=- the 
majority and the minority. 


For the notion of a dialogue to succeed we must set forth bases and quarantees for 
it. 


There must be a "permanent means" for this dialogue and an atmosphere which will 
make it an objective dialogue that can produce the desired results must be provided. 


On +his point, 1 consider that means should be made available to the opposition 
parties to express and declare their views on all the matters that are taking place; 
thus we will be able to say that their opinion exists, concerning issues that need to 
he presented to the people, and that it is reaching all the members of the people. 


There might be issues that require specialized study committees in the parties and 
here these committees must be furnished an opportunity to obtain correct information 
on those issues which might be of importance for public policies, so that these 
committees’ views minht come forth in a manner rounding out all the objective 
elements and founded on information and facts which might be of use to the government 
agencies themselves. 


When the arena of ¢ialoque ic the People's Assembly, it must review the opinions 
presented by the opposition, on grounds that that constitutes an attempt to offer 
another view which it would be beneficial to hear and must not be inevitably rejected 
just because it issued forth from the ranks of the opposition. 


This requires qenerosity of spirit and broadmindedness which will make it possible to 
understand positions and will create a quiet atmosphere for the discussion of all 

the various anales presented, even if the dialooue ultimately concludes by settling 
for the majority view. 


That is, aiving a complete opportunity and a suitable atmosphere to the issues 




















discussed in the People's Assembly is the way to create what I am always anxious to 
call "mutual respect" for opinions presented without trying to depart from objectivi- 
ty or from the principles of dialoaue. 


There then comes an important point, which is direct, onqoino meetinas between the 
President and the leaders of the opposition. 


In my opinion, this kind of meeting can be wholly beneficial hecause it will give a 
full opportunity for an exchange of views at the level of responsibility which 
everyone senses, namely that there are national interests which can be the subject 
of the common appreciation of all, apart from any party disputes, tendencies or 
procrams. 


Yoving over from the notion of dialoque itself to what actually occurred during our 
meeting with the president, I can say that the president presented us with numerous 
aspects connected to the policies through which he is aiming at sound progress in 
the comestic and foreian fields. 


The president also presented some examples of ways in which one could benefit from 
the views of opposition parties in solving the problems of the masses in a manner 
that can ‘ruly be a prelude to the desired dialogue. 


While my discussion of the dcialoque assumed a theoretical approach based on the 
presentation of ideas and conceptions, I nonetheless say that many of the ideas 
that President Husni Mubarak has presented indeed require that we acknowledge their 
positive points. 


The president stresses with full clarity that his Arab policy platform will be based 
on discontinuing anything that could raise doubts that campaiqns exist on the part 

of the Eqyptian mectia to slander Arab regimes or try to create conflicts or opportun- 
ities for conflicts. The president stated most clearly “We will not reply to any- 
one attacking us and will qive them an opportunity to think and review matters." 


I consicer this a cood approach which can lead to a more suitable climate for con- 
ceiving future policies and creating points where Eqypt and the Arab countries can 
come tonether. 


Jhen the president spoke about the liberalization policies, although he underlined 

the fact that there was no turnino back from these policies, he also stressed that 
they jus* be committed to and emphasize the notion of production and the creation 

of more job opportunities for Enqyptian labor and that the liberalization projects must 
respond to meeting the basic needs of the people. 


The president dealt with this set of aspects which we have long been discussing in 
the People's Assembly and on many occasions in our papers. He referred here to the 
production of ordinary clothing as an example of a positive aspect of liberalization 
and projects to produce sodas as examples of another aspect. 


The nresident stressed his adherence to democracy. I can say that the main burden 
of the attainment of sound democracy and of giving an opportunity to grow to parties 
on which democratic life is hased lies on the majority party and the leadership of 
President Husni Mubarak more than on the minority or opposition parties. 
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The +rcansition on which we have embarked from an authoritarian regime in which 
official anencies Dlay the basic role in running affairs to a system of a multi- 
pDlicity of parties and a multiplicity of platforms makes the president's responsi- 
bility for arriving at proper results a large one. 8y proper results | mean ones 
that the people feel and for which forms, numbers or evidence are not drawn up that 
Strive to make them seem in the media to be greater than what the people actually see 
has been accomplished. 


While the opposition has been accused of having been profligate at times in criti- 
cism which seemed unob jective tc some people, that may be attributed more to the 
fact that the opposition lacks direct contact and means for ascertaining the facts 
than to a deliberate goal in itself. Here 1 am speaking specificelly about the 
Labor Party. 


I believe that direct meetings will offer ongoing opportunities to provide remedies 
and that President Husni “ubarak will greatly serve democracy by giving an opportun- 
ity for the views of the opposition parties to be heard. 


This is the democratic method; whatever sufferings might arise in the exercise of 
it, efforts must be exerted by everyone to exercise it and I believe that the 
president also considers that they are a better methor for arriving at the proper 
formula for the people's course of action. 


In my opinion, sincerely joinino forces to achieve democracy by its proper methods 
will do our country a great service and will block off the approaches for people 
who want to play with the stability of this country through improper forms of 
expression, indeed through crime. We consider that constant dialogue, whatever 
distances there might be amono ideas, even to the point of extremism, will show the 
people of this country and the generation that is to take responsibility in the 
future the tendencies that some opinions and approaches have turned to. 


I predict that this dialogue will have a aqood future. This is what President Husni 
Mubarak stressed, stating that he would overcome extremist and wrong idees on the 
Oart of a few young people through constant dialogue through the parties and men of 
reliacion who know the true hases of reliqion. I believe that this is a proper 
approach which can lead to better results, with God's permission. 


Opposition Leader Requests Dialogue

L[Texi/ President Husni Mubarak has given domestic action prime importance as far as 
the government is concerned in the present stage and has raised a number of issues 
which he considers to have priority in his policies. 
There is no dispute over the order of these priorities; indeed, there is no dispute 
either over the president's diagnosis of some negative features that everyone has 


sensed. 


However, the question remains: how can we remedy these negative features in order 
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to arrive at results in solving problems which are better than the ones we have 
reached now? 


What I mean by that is real results that people perceive and that averyone senses. 
When we speak about fighting corruption, about stopping all forms of laxity and 
about setting examples, people must be aware of the results that have been attained 
in their daily lives. 


Setting the House in Order 


The way to do that, in our opinion, is for us to cast a new glance at setting the 
house in order, by which I mean two specific points: 


First, creating the forms isrough which each citizen can pursue his role. 


Second, having every citizen realize this role lest we find ourselves in a regime 
where citizens look about themselves in bewilderment seeking a role. 


How therefore can we prompt people to take part and have faith in the value of what 
their role achieves and what that provides for the role and for everyone? 


How can people really be convinced that the measures taken to combat corruption and 
laxity, for example, will be applied, and applied to everyone? 


The State of Institutions 
Here we must penetrate to the heart of the matter: 
In one stage we adopted the slogan of a shift from the authoritarian system in which 


a sinaqle person grasps all the threads of decision to the system of party pluralism 
and the state of institutions. 


We understand the state of institutions to be a state in which each institution's role 


and respon ibility is defined and these roles and responsibilities are felt and 
function in a climate that enables them to act fully without any ambiguities about 
the effects of one institution on another. 


Nhen I brought that up on numerous occasions, the ready answer was that the institu- 
tions actually exist and are playing their part without interference from anyone, 
and further such talk, evidence for which was facilitated by theoretical articles of 
the constitution and the contents of the various laws and bills which regulate the 
activity of each institution. 


However, Dractice has revealed something else to us, which I can express as the 
existence of a sort of "moral," not material influence on these institutions. That 
is an influence which on some occasions transcends the material influence which 
could be spelled out in a written stipulation or by clear deterrents. 


We know that the authorities here, and in all countries, are three -=- the executive 
authority, represented by the Council of Ministers, the legislative authority, 
represented by the People's Assembly, and the judiciary authority, whose highest 














eaaqency is the Supreme Judiciary Council -- in addition to the press, which is a 
fourth authority. These are the main institutions of the state. 


The Moral Influence 


When the head of the state, for example, is at the same time the head of the Coun- 
cil of Ministers, it does not require much thinking for people to sense the possibil- 
ity of the existence of this type of moral influence on the executive institution 
which we are talking about. 


The gravity of this situation is that on some occasions that could pose an obstacle 
to other powers and institutions in performing their role. It is the essence of the 
role of the legislative authority, which is the People's Assembly, that it should 
hold the prime minister to account when the situation requires such a calling to 
account. There is no doubt that the People's Assembly faces great embarrassment 
when the prime minister whom one wishes to hold to account is himself the head of 
State. 


Therefore, our joy was great when President Husni Mubarak declared his determination 
to relinquish the premiership. Therein lay a correction of the essential situation, 
and the grant of a real opportunity for the sound exercise of democracy. 


Loyalty to the People 


Jhen we get to the leqislative institution, which is the People's Assembly, the mat- 
ter also of necessity requires that it be freed from the suspicion that it is 
succumbing to any type of moral influence. 


The assembly is elected; the loyalty of its deputies must be first to the psople 
and to the constitution. We have felt, however, in some situations, that loyalty 
to the party takes precedence over loyalty to the people. 


Nhen 96 percent of the assembly members belong to the ruling party, which is headed 
by the chief of state -- and this majority feels at all times that a given view or 
another is that of the head of the party, who is the chief of state, or even that he 
makes hints to that effect -- the effects of that must result in party commitment 
Overcomino commitments to the people, to the point where there might be a contradic- 
tion or lack of congruence between the two commitments. We would very much like the 
chief of state to remove himself from that situation, since we want him to be the 
Overseer Of the entire party experiment. 


Therefore what was published in the newspaper MAYU, the paper of the National Party, 
concerning new appointments this week is an expression of a proper approach which 
will receive full support and backina from us. 


An Honor Which We Are Grateful To Give 


Je then come to the judiciary institution. There is no argument over the fact that 
we in Eqypt have an independent judiciary whose positions have deserved and always 
will deserve from us full praise and appreciation. Perhaps as a form of honor to 
this growing authority, the late leader created a new situation, which was chat the 
head of state was at the same time the chairman of the Supreme Judiciary Council. 











However, if we apply the principle of the freedom of institutions, this makes us 
exempt the lofty authority of the judiciary from any ambiguity concerning moral 

influence erising from this situation, which it most emphatically can do without, 
and in our estimation and that of the whole people is too lofty to be exposed to. 


A Single Ship 


Parhaps the late leader was thinking about some of the points we are raising now, 

and raised previously, when he decided to go down himself to the man on the political 
street and the chairmanship of the party, and explicitly announced that there was 

no decision that took as much thought and hesitation from him as this did. 


I personally was a member of the cabinet at that time and I know how this decision 
in fact was the object of great discussion and debate on the part of the late 
leader and those who were close to him. 


Nhen we come down to setting the house in order, there is no doubt that that will 
be a new buttress for the course of democracy that can be added to the support that 
President Husni Mubarak's initiative of opening a new page in the dialogue with the 
Parties has added to it. 


At that time the masses will accept public action enthusiastically, because they 
will feel that we are all passengers ona single ship and that no one is taking 

more than he is entitled to or more than he is; the people will thereby see a motive 
to participate and give some of their thought to the public interest. 


The President Watctes over Everyone 


In this manner we will qive every citizen a chance to choose in total freedom the 
program in which he sees the picture of his thinking and aspirations, without being 
sub ject to any influence or the possibility of being faced with any vexations if he 
prefers one program over another. 


Thus we will have a true state of institutions with clear features and specific 
roles, and a stage in which circumstances suggested to the chief of state that his 
presence in person in all the institutions of the country, directly or indirectly, 
in a manner governed by the law or the constitution or by a moral situation con- 
tained a sort of honor to these institutions, will end. 


In my belief, President Husni Mubarak can most confidently begin to set the house in 
order, take his position as an arbiter among all authorities and devote attention 
to the interests of the nation and the entire people. 


President Husni Muharak's initiative is what encourages me to write this statement. 
This week I read his statment that he would assign the ministers concerned ta take 
his place in the celebrations of the professional unions lest it be said that he 
yas watching over those unions or concealing his supervision from them because in 
his position he watches over everyone. 


Husni Mubarak's statement on the people who were detained in early September and his 
assertion that the investiqations would end soon, that people who were not involved 
in the charges would be released and that the detention period would not be con- 











sidered a sentence is occurring in the same context. 
The application of all this will certainly be in the interest of democracy and in 


the interest of the National Democratic Party and the whole party experiment 
which we are anxious to have continue without error.

GOVERNMENT PAPER OUTLINES EXTREMISTS' TAKEOVER PLOT

/Article by 'Abd-al-Fattah al-Dibd: "Details of the Terrorist Plan To Declare a 
Khomeyni-Style Revolution: The Goal Was To Assassinate All the Leaders on the Re- 
viewing Stand''/ 


/Text/ What are the details of the terrorist plan the conspirators had prepared 

to spread chaos and anarchy and surge to power by carrying out what is known as a 
Khomeyni-style revolution? 

How did the terrorists plan to take over the radio station and transmit statements 
declaring a Khomeyni-style revolution and claiming that it had taken place with 

the support of the people? 


Who are the members of the terrorist government who were given the name of the 
Council of Learned Men? 


Who are the members of the council of consultation and religious rulings? 


Who is the "organizing mufti" who issued his rulings that made killing and theft 
of the citizens’ property legal in order to carry out the schemes of the terrorist 
organization? 


The investigating bodies have put their hand on the schemes in full. The confes- 
sions of the accused terrorists are unanimous on the details of the vile conspiracy 
that began with the assassination of the late leader Anwar al-Sadat. 


The security agencies in the Ministry of the Interior are still liquidating the 
remaining terrorist nests and it is expected that the liquidation of the nests of 
the plot will be entirely finished before the end of this week. 

Zero Hour 

Zero hour was set as the time for the assassination of the leader Anwar al-Sadat! 
The scheme was that the military reviewing stand would be blown up last 6 October 
and that all the executive and political leaders on it would be killed, along with 


all the personalities who were sitting there, after which the stages of the Khomeyni- 
style revolution would begin! 
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At that time, the plotters had made a plan to occupy the radio station. In the 
terrorists’ organization there was a radio broadcaster and radio engineer whose 
roles had been spelled out: 


The role of the announcer, name of Muhammad al-Baltaji, was to announce the declar- 
ation of the Khomeyni-style revolution. The announcer of the Khomeyni-style revo- 
lution had been requested by the organization to prepare statements on reel tapes 
for direct broadcast on the air. 


The role of the engineer, whose name was Sayyid Rashad, was to cut the lines and 
connect all frequencies to the broadcast of the declaration of the revolution. 


A plan was drawn up for breaking into the radio and television building. 


The announcer and the engineer gave the organization information on the guards that 
were present inside. Members of the organization observed the guards from outside. 


The password for breaking into the radio station was "light." 


The announcer and the engineer were arrested and the entire plan for breaking into 
the radio station was exposed! 


The Mufti of the Organization 
The investigations revealed other new secrets. 


It appeared that the organization's mufti, whose name is ‘Umar Ahmad ‘Abd-al-Rahman, 
of the Faculty of Principles of Religion in Asyut, who has been arrested, is the 
person who ruled that a Khomeyni-style revolution was to break out and ruled in 
favor of the assassination of executive, political and religious leaders. It has 
been established that he has a high leadership rank in the organization which had 
great influence in terms of execution, and that he ruled that it was legitimate 

for the terrorists who belonged to the organization to steal to have money to spend 
on the goals and schemes of the organization and that it was legitimate for them to 
kill anyone opposed to their ideas and schemes, He ruled that the officials’ women 
would be the captives of the members of the organization and they would have the 
right to possess and dispose of them! 


Financing 


Among the property of the terrorist mufti, who is blind, the sum of 6,000 pounds 
and $20,000 was discovered in totally new bills with serial numbers in sequence. 

It was discovered that the mufti had hidden the money under the waist of his trous- 
ers. The investigating bodies are completing the investigations into the source 

of the financing. 


Also as regards financing, the policemen seized the sum of 50,000 pounds in the 
home of a member of the organization along with papers showing that 40,000 pounds 
had been deposited in the Islamic Bank. He said that it was to be spent on 

the organization. 
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Confessions by members of the terrorist organization also revealed a number of 
facts, among them: 


The democratic climate dominating the country gave the organization the chance to 
exploit the propaganda aspect of the opposition parties which was directed against 
the regime or the government, through symposia, publications or newspapers, in 
order to create a climate that extended to the discussion of political issues under 
the cover of religion and concentrate on the movement and activity of some prosely- 
tizers, deliverers of sermons and religious figures who were opposed to the regime, 
to attract them to the side of the terrorist organization and its movement, or at- 


tract personnel to the organization from among their disciples in the mosques where 
they spoke. 


Assassination of the Leaders 


The dement of tension that some opposition parties unleashed in the recent period, 
on the one hand, and elements of deviant and fanatic religious activity on the 
other, gave a strong push to the members of this terrorist organization. 


Consequently, their plan was to assassinate the political leaders and government 
officials. Their entire expectation was that the people, in their various groups 
and parties, would support their movement, then the declaration of the Khomeyni- 
style revolution would start, and their enemies would be eliminated, including all 
opposition members and politicians outside the Islamid groups. 


The foundations of the organization's thinking and the premises of its goals and 
schemes are in conflict with the system of a party pluralism, the system of democra- 
cy, or rule by politicians. These are all the ingredients of an infidel scciety 

and regime, while the notions of the organization coincide with the thinking and 

the system of Khomeyni. 


The Peace Treaty 


Going by the propaganda stirred up over the peace treaty with Israel and the normal- 
ization of relations with it, the leaders and personnel in the organization believed 
that the treaty had eliminated the accomplishment of the October victory in the 
political and religious consciousness of the country. 


This was a factor which made it mandatory not to shrink from carrying out the as- 
sassination plan during the October victory celebrations. 


In another area, the confessions of the members of the terrorist organization re- 
vealed the specific style and thinking of this organization with the aim of achiev- 
ing its criminal objectives. Among the most conspicuous characteristics of this 
style and thinking are: 


The fact that the organization aimed, through the integrated plan it had set forth, 
at assassinating President al-Sadat, then at liquidating all the political and mil- 
itary leaders, to be followed by the occupation of the Ministry of Defense, the 

radio and television building and the central telephone exchange, then an attack on 
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and occupation of the centers and institutions of the police and the vital centers 
of the country, and then an approach to the masses through the broadcast of a 
declaration announcing "the establishment of a revolution with its Khomeyni-style 
platform." 


Moving the Masses 


Moving the masses to support the revolution to tke over the Egyptian streets 
through a technique based on district commanders from the organization staff, which 
is similar to the mullah system in a Khomeyni-style revolution. 


The proliferation of sermon-givers and proselytizers in the mosques who opp. sed 

the regime in their sermons, their concurrence with some persons from opposition 
parties and others in symposiums, and sermons in the mosques were sources by which 
they could issue “Islamic rulings” on the organization through some of its members, 
although they had not attained a level of learning or religion which would permit 
them to do so, 


The rulings of the organization's mufti revolved about three areas: 


Considering that the ruler and the people who helped him were infidels and that it 
was legitimate to shed their blood! 


Considering that the property of some people in the society could be considered 
"booty" on behalf of the organization, so that therefore they committed thefts to 
finance the organization's weapons, materiel and hiding places. 


Women As Captives 


"Holy war'' made it legitimate to take the women of some officials as captives whom 
it was legal to keep as prisoners and control. 


In the event their schemes succeeded, two councils would be formed, one the council 
of religious scholars resembling the ayatollahs in Iran. 


The second council would be the consultative council, ruling the country and the 
people. 


Religious personnel from the organization or religious tendencies that cooperated 
with them would be appointed to the council, in addition to the religious commit- 
tees and the militia, which were actually formed within the organization out of 
personnel who were mostly students and such skilled workers as painters and foundry 
workers. 


The Council of Scholars 
The investigations disclosed that included in the council of scholars which was to 
take power were Hafiz Salamah, the imam of the al-Nur Mosque, al-Mahallawi, imam 


of the mosque in Alexandria, Mahmud ‘Id and ‘Abd-al-Rashid Saqr, imam of the 
Salah-al-Din Mosques, ‘Abd-al-Latif Mushtahari, Muhammad ‘Abd-al-Sala'm, Faraj and 
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"Abbud al-Zumr, Fu'ad al-Dawalibi and Tariq al-Zumr. The chairmanship of the 
council of rulings and consultation would be assumed by ‘Umar Ahmad ‘Abd-al-Rahman, 
who prepared 100 copies of a tape cassette for broadcast in the mosques and shrines 
dominated by the organization. 


The security agencies in the Ministry of the Interior are continuing to liquidate 
the nests of the terrorist organization. In the last 48 hours, up to dawn yester- 
day, a number of hiding places in Cairo and al-Jizah were broken into, including: 


Weapons and Weapons 


Forty rounds, 24 defensive hand grenades, 3 packages of exploding projectiles, 15 
rounds of flares, 10 hand grenades, nine oil tins filled with ammunition, 41 
cartridges, 16 hand grenades, 5,000 rounds of Russian bullets and seven iron chests 
of rifles. 


These arms anu ..iosives were seized in al-Ma'adi in the home of Nabil Muhammad 
Muhammad Bar'i, who is a member of the terrorist organization. 


In the last 48 hours, a 9-millimeter Uzi submachine gun was also seized with a 
7.65-millimeter pistol and a case which had four rounds and four locally made 
pistols with two barrels, a 7.62-millimeter gun barrel,a7.62-millimeter automatic 
rifle with bayonet, 14 cases of automatic rifles including two loaded ones, with 
30 rounds in each, three special cases for loaded Russian automatic rifles, with 
30 rounds in one of them, 20 rounds in another and two in the third, in addition 
to an automatic rifle barrel and 11 boxes of ammunition with 20 7.62 x 39 rounds, 
two boxes of pistols, with five “42-millimeter rounds in one, a carton with 50 
22-millimeter rounds in it, a plastic bag with 423 rounds of the same caliber in 
it and another one with 54 rounds of the same caliber. 


A Ring of Explosives 

In another hiding place, the security men managed to discover that the terrorists 
had made a rig of explosives about their nest, so that if any security officer ap- 
proached the circle would explode on the policemen while the terrorists escaped 


through a back door. Within this nest the security officials came upon 238 assault 
bombs, 14 defensive bombs and 12 incendiary bombs. 


Number of Arrested Persons Rises to 397 


The number of arrested persons to be investigated in the form of the leaders and 
personnel in the terrorist organization has risen to 397, 


Thus 37 new accused persons have been arrested in the last 48 hours. 

An Organization Leader Came out of Prison! 

Nabil Na‘im ‘Abd-al-Fattah, a member of the terrorist organization, had previously 
spent a sentence period in prison on the charge of killing and stealing. After his 


release on 6 September 1979 he became a prominent member of the terrorist organiza- 
tion that had hoped to govern Egypt. This is a picture of him when he had been 
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in prison doing his sentence. He is now a fugitive and the policemen are on his 
trail. 


They Read Mao Zedong's Book "Guerrilla War" 


Security men found plot plans of civil and military locations and installations 
which the terrorist organization leaders had planned to assault and blow up by ex- 
plosives in most of the terrorists’ hiding places. 


The security men came upon six documents inside the nests containing a summary of 
Emam Khomeyn's book "Islamic Rule” and a book titled "Guerrilla War" by Mao Zedong, 
along with 34 code charts, newspaper clippings with pictures of some senior offic- 
ials, a handwritten paper on means for using weapons, books on karate training, 
Islamic books on Sayyid Qutb, Hasan al-Banna, Abu-al-A'la al-Mawdudi, Sa‘id Hawi 
and others, and a memorandum titled "Security Tasks and Measures during the Occu- 
pation.” 


In addition, 3,545 Egyptian pounds, US $170 and 50 Saudi riyals were discovered. 
Nabawi Isma'il Takes Part Personally in Seizing the Terrorists’ Nests 


Muhammad Nabawi Isma'il, deputy prime minister and minister of the interior, moved 
to the sites of the nests that had been seized yesterday at dawn in the company of 
Maj Gen Hasan Abu Basha, first assistant minister of the interior for state and 
public security, and took part personally with the officers and men in assaulting 
these nests. 


The deputy prime minister and minister of the interior ordered that immediate gen- 


erous bonuses be paid out to the officers and men who had carried out the seizure 
operations.

NEW LIGHT SHED ON SUPPRESSION OF ARMED UPRISINGS

Tried To Escape with Forged Passports!"/ 


/Text/ 13 October had been set as the date for the operation! 


One week after the assassination of the leader Anwar al-Sadat, they schemed to as- 
sassinate Muhammad Nabawi Isma'il, deputy prime minister and minister of the inter- 
ior, in his home, along with his family! 


They moved uneasily. Their great scheme, whose zero hour was set at the moment of 
the assassination of the leader al-Sadat, had not gone into effect as scheduled! 
Police personnel had come upon an important number of their leaders on 25 September 
and even after they succeeded in assassinating al-Sadat, Egypt's leaders, whom they 
had schemed to get rid of at the same moment, were spared by the grace of God, 
after they threw two grenades which did not explode at the stand. 


All the subsequent steps that were planned were spoiled by rapid, alert movement 
on the part of government agencies and leaders, headed by the Ministry of the In- 
terior. Even in the incidents in Asyut they were surprised by the determination, 
resolution and violence of the confrontation, as a result of which the incidents 
were suppressed and kept from spreading to other governorates! 


What personnel did they succeed in recruiting? What secret code did they identify 
one another by? 


What is the pyramidal composition of the terrorist organization? Who are its lead- 
ers and members? 


In recent days, the Ministry of the Interior has revealed a full list of the vilest 
of terrorist schemes and has spelled out the roles regarding each level in the or- 
ganization, along with the level of each leader and each of its members, in full. 


The terrorists’ confessicns have been made in full and confirm every word included 
in the Interior Ministry security agency investigations. 














The features of the picture have been filled out! 


The ugly ace of the vilest plot which the conspirators wove in the dark and began 
to carry out in order to shed rivers of blood in the safe corners of Egypt, elimin- 
ating the national leaders who have exerted and are exerting labor, sweat and lives 
for Egypt's sake, has been laid bare. 





Most of the leaders and the most dangerous elements of the terrorist organization, 
who recruited in every governorate terrorist elements, and schemed to provoke chaos 
and anarchy everywhere in order to seize power, conduct wholesale executions, spill 
plood and exploit religion--a religion of which they knew nothing--have been brought 
down. 


Only a few holdovers from the terrorist gangs remain, and they are being pursued by 
police agencies with the utmost alertness and attentiveness and extreme knowledge 
of the danger of this terrorist organization, which tried to cover Egypt in black 
and bring it to ruin, with crows cackling over it. 


How did they plan for their bloody operations? 


The organization leaders, who still were out of the grasp of the police, met to 
prepare an assassination plan! At the end of the meeting a decisive decree was 
issued: Muhammad ‘Abd-al-Salam Faraj, a main commander of the organization, was 
assigned to supervise the planning of the operation. 


Muhammad 'Abd-al-Salam Faraj assigned one of the organization's commanders in the 
working grour in Cairo and Lower Egypt named Salih Ahmad Salih Shahin to command 
the operation, with the assistance of Mahmud al-Khatib, along with 11 other ter- 
rorists who belonged to the organization. 


Last 13 October was set for the execution of the operation! 


The terrorists passed in front of and examined Nabawi Isma'il's house, drew up a 
plot plan of it, and determined the number of positions of the guards present. 
After that the terrorists went to Muhammad ‘Abd-al-Salam Faraj and presented him 
with the plan. However, he himself made another investigation, then made modifi- 
cations to the plan and told them "Divide yourselves up into three groups. One 
group will assault the house from the front, a second group will infiltrate into 
the house from the rear via the building that lies behind the home of the minister 
of the interior, through an underground garage by which they will infiltrate, and 

a third group will break into the house under the cover of the /other/ two groups." 


They did not settle only on that in preparing the operation and ensuring its suc- 
cess. One of the organization leaders seized an opportunity to hold a wedding 
party for one of his acquaintances in a villa on the street behind the interior 
minister's home, attended the party and went onto the villa balcony to make an 
examination of the interior minister's home from the rear. 


Before the day of the execution of the scheme, the members of the organization who 
had been assigned to take part in the assassination operation and break into the 








interior minister's home fell by the wayside. Salih Ahmad Salih Shahin, the con- 
mander of the operation, was arrested, and the weapons they were to use were seized 
during the attacks launched to liquidate the terrorists’ nests before the dimensions 
of this plan were discovered. 


The organization commanders confessed that the plan had been prepared and that the 
personnei who had been assigned to carry it out had been chosen. 


Successive Confessions 


The striking confessions on the part of the commanders and personnel of the ter- 
rorist organization nest coming one after the other and painted an ugly picture 
of the most dangerous assassination plot in the history of Egypt. 


The organization was formed at various levels: at its apex were the council of 
scholars, which was to take power, and the consultative council which was to take 
charge of rulings and proselytization. Three committees branched out from these 
two, the preparation committee, the economic committee and the proselytization 
committee. 


The preparation committee was concerned with obtaining money and arms for the 
organization. Among its activities were the planning and execution of burglary 
operations, theft and the embezzlement of contributions collected for the construc- 
tion of mosques or for the mojahedin in Afghanistan. The economic committee was 
concerned with determining the organization's financial resources and different 
aspects of expenditure’ and with supervising activities. Among the tasks of the 
proselytization committee were propagation of the no.ions and platform of Atone- 
ment /and Repentance/, supervision of aspects of proselytization, and preparation 
of groups which would spread out among the masses to mobilize them behind the 
leaders of the terrorist organization. 


The security agencies in the Ministry of the Interior seized the organization's 
officials in the provinces and the personnel that they had schemed to rely on in 
terrorist activities, setting off chaos and anarchy, and assaulting police in- 
stallations and complex°s in all governorates. 


It appeared that the terrorist organization's consultative council was headed by 
"Umar 'Abd-al-Rahman, the terrorist mufti; among its members were ‘Abbud al-Zumr, 
Muhammad ‘Abd-al-Salam Faraj (the official for Cairo and Lower Egypt), Karam 
Zuhdi, the official for Upper Egypt, Fu'ad al-Dawalibi, ‘Asim ‘Abd-al-Majid, 
Muhammad 'Isam Darbalah and ‘Ali al-Sharif. 


A working group was formed in Cairo Governorate and all the governorates of Lower 
Egypt under the chairmanship of ‘Abbud al-Zumr, containing Tariq al-Zumr, Nabil 
al-Mughrabi, Muhammad ‘Abd-al-Salam Faraj, Salih Shahin and ‘Abd-al-Majid al-Fiqi. 
The Upper Egypt working group, under the chairmanship of Karam Zuhdi, had Fu'ad 
al-Dawalibi, ‘Ali al-Sharif, Najih Ibrahim, ‘Asim 'Abd-al-Majid and Mihammad 
Darbalah as its members. 





Under these levels, plans were made to form revolutionary committees whose task was 
to hold demonstrations, sever telephone communications and assassinate the political 
and executive leaders supporting the national regime they wanted to get rid of. 


The leaders of the terrorist organization confessed that they adopted pseudonyms 
within the organization, such as Abu-al-Harith and Abu-al-Kunyah, and that they 
held most of the organization meetings to prepare their plans in certain mosques 

on the excuse of frequenting them to pray. Among these were the ‘Umar ibn ‘Abd-al- 
‘Aziz mosque in Bulag al-Dakrur, the al-Anwar mosque in ‘Ayn Shams, the al-Tawhid 
mosque in Sift al-Laban, the al-Gharbi mosque in Nahiya, the Kirdasah mosque, the 
al-Haqq mosque in the Thousand Dwellings area, and the shrine of the martyred ‘Abd- 
al-Mun'im Zayn-al-Din by the pyramids. 


Financing 


From the investigations into the terrorists' confessions, it appeared that they 

used some Koranic verses as codes or symbols among themselves to identify one 

another and conduct secure communications. Some members of the organization admitted 
that Muhammad ‘Abd-al-Salam Faraj assigned them to go out to collect donations on 

the pretext of building mosques or improving or putting water facilities in mosques, 
and they did go to collect them and hand them over to him. He confessed that he 
exploited the receipts from these donations, and donations collected in the name of 
the mojahedin in Afghanistan, to buy weapons and cars, and he also compelled some 
affiuent members of the organization to pay sums of money to finance the organiza- 
tion. 


In the terrorists' confessions it was stated that ‘Umar 'Abd-al-Rahman, the organi- 
zation's mufti and the chairman of the consultative council, sold some gold for 
11,000 pounds that organization members had obtained by stealing from jewelry shops 
in Naj' Hammadi and Shubra al-Khaymah. Of that, the organization's mufti handed 
only 3,000 pounds over to the organization leaders! With that they bought a second- 
hand Peugeot car which they used in the incidents in Asyut. When they confronted 
him with the fact that the sales price was 11,000 pounds, he told them that it had 
been his intention to hand them over an additional 5,000 pounds as well as the 
3,000 he had given them. Of the remaining 3,000 pounds, 1,000 had previously been 
lent out to the organization and the other 2,000 were his salary for the rulings 

he had issued for the organization! One should realize that when he was arrested, 
the sum of 6,000 pounds and $20,000 were found in the mufti's possession. 


Policemen seized a large amount of stolen gold in the town of ai-Dalinjat in the 
Governorate of al-Buhayrah in the possession of a flour merchant named Hatim Zaki 
Nasr. 


A tremendous amount of cassettes that the terrorists had prepared for use in the 
events of factional strife were seized and documents were discovered which re- 
vealed their roles in setting off the events in al-Zawiyah al-Hamra'. 


Security men in the Ministry of the Interior seized all the members of the group 
which was to attack the radio and television building following the assassination 
of the late president. They were 50 in number. 
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Occupation of Newpapers 


Investigations into and confessions by the terrorists revealed that they had pre- 
pared a plan to send groups to occupy the press organizations while they occupied 
the radio and television building. The goal was to put out special issues of the 
papers listing all government organizations and authorities’ support for their 
movement and to assassinate and liquidate all leaders who had popular, executive 
or media weight whom they feared would move against them. 


The investigations also disclosed that the commanders of the terrorist organization 
compelled the young people they had succeeded in recruiting to read specific books 
based on the renunciation of society and the encouragement of violence under the 
rubric of "holy war," in the book "The Ladder up to Acceptance" by Hafiz ibn Hukmi, 
"The Date Has Moved Up" by ibn al-Qiyam, interpretations by ibn Kathir, "The 
Blissful Gardens of the Righteous" by al-Nadwa, "Apposite Statements" by Shaykh al- 
Sa'di, "Tyrants" and "Life After Death" by Ibn al-A'la al-Mawdudi, and "Platform 

of Islamic Revolt" by Abu al-A'la al-Mawdudi as well. 


The terrorists assigned groups to slip in amongst people at prayer to propagate 

the concept of renouncing the ruler and provoking the masses and instructing them 
that holy war against the ruler was the only proper way. They appointed a group of 
terrorists to each mosque which was concerned with these duties. 


The whole plan failed! 


The organization's leaders and members were thwarted; only fugitive bands remain 
and they are being pursued and arrested by the security agencies. 


Their arrest is inevitable. 
Retired Police Officer Applies for Work without Pay 


During the visit Muhammad Nabawi Isma'il, deputy prime minister and minister of 
the interior, made to the injured policemen who attacked the terrorists’ hiding 
places and seized them and the arms and ammunition in their places, a lady came 
forth who was the mother of a wounded officer and told the deputy premier that her 
husband, a retired police officer, while now retired, wanted to return to service 
without pay to help pursue and arrest the terrorist murderers. 


Nabawi Isma‘ii told the mother that her husband had made sacrifices all during his 
service for his country and that her son was now performing the duty of completing 
his father's mission. 


What Did the Policemen Find in 'Abbud al-Zumr's Home? 


When the policemen inspected the home of the terrorist ‘Abbud al-Zumr last 25 
September after receiving a warrent from the office of the public prosecutor, after 
the investigations had established that he was implicated in the terrorist scheme, 
they came upon an odd "assortment" of seized objects. However, all the objects 
that were seized did confirm the investigations and clearly expressed the tendency 
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of black terrorism and vile schem’ng aimed at stirring up chaos and terror among 
the people. 


In ‘Abbud al-Zumr's home the policemen came upon a group of weapons, an Israeli 
9-millimeter machine gun, a barrel, 14 boxes, one filled with bullets, a 7.62 milli- 
meter automatic rifle with bayonet, special boxes for it, a 7.65-millimeter pistol, 
two boxes, one full, four locally-made pistols, 12 boxes of 7.62 x 39 ammunition, 
545 rounds of various calibers in a box and a plastic bag. 


Inside ‘Abbud al-Zumr's home the policemen found 24 copies of a code, one of which 
showed the key to the code, along with a handwritten draft containing special or- 
ganizational assignments on "enlightening" the masses, preparing a secret location 
for the organization, newspaper clippings, and pictures of senior officials and 
schedules for observing their movements. Along with these handwritten materials 
they also found a handwritten memorandum summarizing the book on Khomeyni-style 
revolution and a notebook containing the names, addresses and telephone numbers of 
some people. 


In addition to that, security men found 11 cassette tapes inside ‘Abbud al-Zumr's 
home on which provocative sermons, meetings with people injured in the al-Zawiyah 
al-Hamra' incidents and popular resistance poems were recorded. There were also 
10 publications and declarations issued by the Islamic groups on various occasions 
containing provocative and inflammatory material against the regime. 





They also found a group of AL-DA'WAH and AL-I'TISAM magazines in addition to some 
books by leaders of extremist religious thinking. 


His Sister's Jewelry: 


One of the terrorist leaders confessed that he had taken his sister's jewelry, sold 
it and given her some of the jewelry that had been stolen from jewelers in Shubra 
al-Khaymah and Naj' Hammadi as a replacement, as a precautionary measure, so that 
it would be removed from the eyes of policemen. 


What Would Have Happened If the House in al-Ma‘adi Had Blown up? 


Some terrorists turned their homes into storehouses for arms, ammunition and ex- 
plosives, although these houses were situated in the middle of residential com- 
plexes where thousands of citizens lived. 


The question is what would have happened if these bombs had exploded; what would 
have afflicted the peaceful al-Ma‘adi section, in which hundreds of thousands of 
innocent people live, if the bombs the terrorist Nabil Mihammad Muhammad Bar'i 
stored in his home had gone off? 


The quantity of bombs that the security men seized in this terrorist's home, if 
they had blown up--would God not foreordain such a thing!--could have sufficed to 
‘sill and wound dozens, indeed hundreds of innocent citizens. It is enough that he 
vad stored 24 defensive F-10 shrapnel hand grenades, which have powerful effects, 











next to three boxes of explosive hand grenade heads and 10 incendiary hand grenades 
which had been fully prepared! 


In the same terrorist home the men of the police came upon nine oil tins filled 
with 7.62-millimeter ammunition, 40 other rounds, 15 flares, 41 propulsion cart- 


ridges, 16 hand grenades, 5,000 Russian 7.62-millimeter rounds and seven iron 
7.62-rifle cases.

MINISTER OF RELIGIOUS ENDOWMENTS DISCUSSES EXTREMIST GROUPS 
Cairo MAYU in Arabic No 39, 2 Nov 81 p 5

ments Tells MAYU: The Terrorist Groups Received Financing from Abroad"/ 


/Text/ It is difficult for a journalist to start a conversation with a major 
official with an accusation! 


However, when the subject of the conversation is an issue of the utmost seriousness, 
such as that of the religious extremism which has threatened our society lately, 

the parties to the conversation find themselves prompted to transcend personai 
feelings and rise to the level of the issue they are discussing, with the entire 
goal of arriving at the truth, however harsh it may be. 


This is how our conversation with Dr Zakariya al-Barri, minister of religious en- 
dowments, began. We started by directing accusations on his ministry's responsi- 
bility for the fact that some extremists have controlled the pulpits of mosques. 
Dr al-Barri replied to the charges with a high degree of frankness and boldness, 
putting the entire unvarnished truth in front of us, because the goal was not to 
defend a minister or ministry but to protect all of Egypt, its present, future, 
security and stability. 


Protecting the Mosques from Extremists! 


We started the meeting with Dr Zakariya al-Barri, the minister of religious endow- 
ments, with this question: 


"A charge is made against the Ministry of Religicus Endowments to the effect that 
it has let the pulpits of the mosques be the prey of some extremists and fanatics 
who have mounted these pulpits and spread about their special political views 
from them. What is your opinion about that?" 


The minister of religious endowments replied, 
"In past years, the process of building private mosques has increased in a manner 
Egypt had not previously witnessed. This was because of the abundance of money 


in the hands of some people. The Ministry of Religious Endowment's resources 
failed to keep abreast of this tremendous storm of mosques and to supply these 
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mosques with qualified imams and givers of sermons. Last year we began to remedy 
this phenomenon by adding the sum of 2 million pounds to the budget of the Ministry 
of Religious Endowments, to be allocated to incorporate some private mosques into 
the ministry. We incorporated 900 mosques into the ministry. However, the Ministry 
of Religious Endowments failed to supply these mosques with qualified imams because 
they graduate from the Islamic faculties of al-Azhar, which turn out only very 

small numbers which do not meet our needs. 


"This year we allotted the sum of 1 million pounds to incorporate other mosques. 
Faced with the lack of imams, we were compelled to rely on givers of sermons for 
the Friday sermons, paying them compensation. Unfortunately, only a small number 
of sermonizers accepted this task because the compensation was meager. Therefore 
we could not supply ail the mosques we incorporated with sermonizers. The minister 
decided to increase the compensation to between 10 and 20 pounds per sermon. 


"Because of this tremendous shortage in the number of qualified imams on the one 
hand and the tremendous increase in the number of mosques on the other, everybody 
and his brother mounted the pulpits with attacks on the government and promoted 
their destructive political views. You can imagine that some of these people, a 
very small minority, tried to propagate marxist ideas from some of the pulpits! 


"In order to protect the pulpits from extremists and deviants, the Ministry of 
Religious Endowments is drawing up a law prohibiting the giving of sermons in 
mosques subordinate to the ministry or in private mosques except in accordance 
with written permission from the ministry. In this law we have based ourselves 

on the Hanafite creed, which stipulates that one condition for Friday prayer to be 
correct is that its imam be the head of state or whoever he appoints; if the head 
of state or whoever he appoints is not in attendance, the people can make the noon 
but not the Friday prayer. 


"Until recently, the Ministry of Religious Endowments committed itself to this con- 
dition and gave the imams under its jurisdiction official permission to conduct 
the Friday prayer to avoid the risk of cancelling the prayer. 


"The Hanafite creed set forth these rules and conditions for a proper Friday prayer 
because it emerged in Iraq, in the midst of conflicting, different intellectual 
currents. It was necessary to protect Moslems from intellectual chaos, so the 
creed placed restrictions on the Friday sermon and on the imam who gave this sermon 
to keep the pulpits cf Islam from being abandoned to the caprice of conflicting 
intellectual currents." 


Role of the Men of Religion 


"Do you believe that the senior scholars and men of religion have played their full 
part in coping with the extremist thinking on which the terrorist groups relied? 
Wasn't there a shortcoming on their part?" 


Dr al-Barri replied, 


"These extremists whom you are talking about accept no dialogue or discussion. 
Under the force of their ignorance and extremism, they complain about all the 








scholars of religion, cast doubts about them and accuse them of all types of things. 
It is not reasonable for a dialogue to take place between two contradictory groups, 
a group whose thinking is based on God's Islamic law and literature and the use of 
Islamic intelligence, and another group that is totally removed from what intelli- 
gence and Islamic law require. 


"In Islamic history there have been many groups of this type. When this extremist 
group recently appeared in Egypt, its thinking was made an object of discussion, 
and it was countered with the argument that it was not founded on any sound Islamic 
basis. To reply to this group it is sufficient for us to say that its appeal is 
based on terror, not on persuasion through logic. This is adequate evidence for 
condemnation, hecause Islam does not in any way accept the imposition of opinions 
through terror. 


"Islam is decisive and clear on this point and does not leave it up to dispute or 
individual judgment. Almighty glorious God says in his holy book, addressing his 
prophet, ‘Call for the path of your lord wisely and with good exhortation and argue 
with them through the best of thoughts.' 


He also tells the prophet, ‘If you are uncouth and hardhearted they will scatter 
from your midst.’ He tells Moses and Aaron, 'Speak soft words to him.' 


"This means that the call to Islam through killing, terror, bloodshed and hardheart- 
edness has no close or remote relationship to Islam. Intellectual discourse is not 
needed to expose and condemn this type of terrorist appeal.” 


The Young People and the Sheiks 
Dr Zakariya al-Barri asked us, 


"Isn't it strange that the young people who belong to the religious groups have 
not taken the religious scholars and sheiks as their supreme example but rather 
have launched the harshest of campaigns of assault and slander against them? Is 
there a reason in your opinion for this profound lack of confidence that divides 
the generation of the young and the generation of sheiks? 


"Egypt is now open to all intellectual currents that exist in our modern world. 
Any Egyptian youth lying in bed can listen to all sorts of broadcasts, bringing 
him belief or apostasy, guidance or waywardness, atheism and degeneration, and 

neither his father nor the society can control these broadcasts or prevent them 
from propagating their ideas among young people. 


"The most serious of these broadcasts are the ones which try to disrupt domestic 
stability and security in Egypt and beam programs night and day. 


In addition to that, the ‘dose of religion’ the young people receive in schools 
does not satisfy their religious needs but leaves them prey to international cur- 
rents and unarmed with the strong weaponry of faith." 





/We asked/ "However, the phenomenon of the attack on men of religion has spread 
among young people who are truly religious, not young people who are influenced by 
foreign currents. What is your opinion?" 


/He replied/ "I wish you would not consider these deviant youths to be religious. 
They are a group of people diseased with blindness, no more and no less. Some of 
these young people receive material and financial encouragement from foreign bodies 
in order to continue along the path of deviation and extremism. Let us leave the 
task of revealing the details of this connection between the extremist groups and 
foreign bodies to the investigation that is being made now." 


/We asked/ “Don't you consider that social and economic circumstances have an ef- 
fect on the growth of these groups?" 


/He said/ "Social circumstances may be one cause of the situation that these ex- 
tremist groups have reached, and it is now our duty to conduct studies on the 
social circumstances in which the young people who are members of the extremist 
groups grew up, to determine whether they grew up in stable families or families 
with anxieties, as well as making studies on many other factors which have been re- 
flected in the formation of extremist youth. 


"We must give consideration to the fact that some of these young people have trav- 
eled abroad numerous times, although their intrinsic abilities do not qualify them 
to do so. They receive unlimited material aid from foreign bodies. The foreign 
element has great relevance in the incitement of extremist groups.” 


The Sequence of Terror! 


/We noted/ "The terrorist groups that recently appeared have not been the first 
of their kind in our modern history. In less than half a century, such groups 
have made their appearance and engaged in terrorist activity in the name of relig- 
ion more than once. What is your explanation of that? What are the causes that 
help the growth of extremist thinking on Egyptian soil?" 


The minister of religious endowments replied, 


"The many wars Egypt went through between 1948 and 1973 sowed anxiety and dissen- 
sion in the spirits of people, especially young people. Some people managed to 
remedy this anxiety in an intelligent manner, while others were overcome by anxi- 
ety which caused them complex psychological ailments. Most of the extremists came 
from the tanks of anxious young people who were afflicted with psychological 
tensions. If we conduct deep psychological and social studies on some of the ex- 
tremist youths who have been arrested, we can produce a truthful picture of the 
circumstances of these young people and the causes that prompted them to engage in 
terrorism and insist on repeating the terrorist phenomenon more than once in less 
than half a century. 


"We should not miss an opportunity to refer to the effect of Khomeyni's experiment 


on 2xtremist youths in Egypt, some of whom have imagined that it would be possible 
to repeat this experiment in Egypt. They did not realize that there is a vast 
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difference between the natures of the Iranian and Egyptian people and between the 
belief and Islamic law of Shiites and Sunnites, of whom we are a part. The most 
important essential difference between Shiism and Sunnism is that the Shiites be- 
lieve in the inviolability of their imams, because in their view these imams do 
not commit sins. Therefore it is easy for the imams to control followers of the 
Shiite creed, on the basis of this notion. The Sunnites, however, of whom we are 
a part, believe that no person is safeguarded from sin and that all people face 
sinful acts and good deeds, no matter how great their fate may be, except for the 
prophet of God, who is inviolate in regard to what he transmits from his lord. 
Therefore it is impossible for a new Khomeyni to appear among the Sunnites in Egypt 
and give them orders which they will obey, because we do net believe in imams who 
are absolutely free from sin." 


Religion and State 


/We asked / "The extremist groups have tried to exploit the slogan ‘Islam is re- 
ligion and state’ on their behalf. Could we spell out our position as Moslems on 
this slogan, and the attempt made by extremists to exploit it?" 


"Islam as a religion and a state is a sound principle. It is a religion, on 
grounds that it is God's Islamic law, and it is a state which sets forth a proper 
basis for all social systems for Moslems, the small and the great. Nothing happens 
in an Islamic society on which God does not have a ruling that the scholars know 
through the holy Koran, the prophet's sayings and doings, analogy, or the search 
for the public interest. 


"We believe that Islam is a religion and a state but we reject trafficking in re- 
ligion to reach political and party goals--trafficking in politics on the pretext 
of being concerned for religion on the surface but in reality attaining personal 

goals. This is what is meant by the phrase ‘there is no religion in politics and 
no politics in religion’ which some people have misunderstood." 


The Funds of Moslems 


"Tt is said that the donations which flow into mosques and religious societies 
domestically and abroad have been exploited for non-religious purposes. Is there 
a plan to carry out surveillance over these contributions?" 


"Contributions to mosques are sometimes made in organized form through the issuance 
of stamps or sealed, authorized receipts, or through boxes that are firmly sealed 
and opened only in the presence of an official committee in a manner preventing the 
exploitation or theft of these contributions. 


"In addition to that, other groups collect contributions in boxes that are not 
closed, and people wake contributions to them in good faith. This money can be 
exploited for personal ends or to serve the goals of specific groups. 


"The ministry is now preparing a draft to control the process of making contribu- 
tions to mosques so that these contributions will actually go to serve the mosques 
and will not be exploited for improper objectives." 





"What about contributions that come from abroad?" 


"These are prohibited by the provisions of law. They are permitted only by per- 
mission of the Ministry of Religious Endowments. However, they are made in illegal 
fashion in a manner that resembles smuggling. Some people travel abroad and receive 
large amounts of money from foreign bodies. The goai of course is to exploit these 
funds for non-religious purposes. As long as this money comes into Egypt illegally, 
one cannot rule out the possibility that part of it might go into the pockets of 
people who acquire it from foreign bodies." 


Religious Books 


"Can young people seeking true religion find it in the religious books that are 
offered on the Egyptian market now?" 


"The Islamic heritage is full of old and modern books. Most of these books offer 
a proper notion of Islam; few of them offer erroneous notions of religion. Anyone 
reading these erreneous notions must do so with a critical view and possess a 
sound idea that will help him investigate them and discover the corrupt points in 
them. Otherwise, he will believe all these erroneous notions and consider them 
matters to be taken for granted and not open to discussion. No book is inviolate 
and not subject to discussion except the holy Koran. 


"The holy Koran's platform in calling for Islam is a clear, specific one and if 
any book comes after it and tries to twist the facts and prove that Islam calls 
for imposition of religion through terror, killing and violence, how can we be- 
lieve it when we have the glorious verses of the Kor2n before us? 


"Books that contain wrongful notions on Islam exist in limited form. However, 
books that present Islam in its proper form are much more numerous and are written 
in a simpler style. They are available to every young person who wants to learn 
his religion."

QUESTION OF GUARDS‘ ROLE IN ASSASSINATION PONDERED

/Article: "What Was the Republican Guard's Role in the Assassination of al-Sadat?"/ 


/Text/ The act of assassination of President al-Sadat began with four persons, un- 
der the command of a first lieutenant in the army, Khalid al-Islambuli. Now, fol- 
lowing the investigations which the Egyptian Ministry of the Interior has made, it 
has turned into a major conspiracy to overthrow the Egyptian government and estab- 
lish a new regime resembling that of the Islamic revolution in Iran. Day by day 
arrests in Egyptian cities are increasing, among Moslem Brother movements, especi- 
ally the Atonement and Repentance group, while the liquidation process is going on 
in the army, dozens of whose officers have been detained while another large number 
has been transferred to civilian positions. 


The operation therefore was not isolated and was not confined, as the Egyptian 
authorities had believed and as was stated at the beginning. President Husni 
Mubarak, in an interview with the newspaper AL-AHRAM at the end of last week, 
pointed out "The extremist Islamic groups organized a bloody terrorist conspiracy 
to impose a revolution in the form of Khomeyni's revolution on the Egyptian people." 
They set as a date for the conspiracy the day of the referendum to elect the new 
president. Mubarak said that the method these groups were going to rely on was to 
assassinate prominent political, military and religious leaders in order to create 
a constitutional power vacuum and subsequently take control. 


The Ministry of the Interior security agencies put their hands on documents and 
papers that lay bare the religious groups’ schemes in their centers in various 
Egyptian governorates. From these documents it appears that these groups estab- 
lished revolutionary committees that consisted of organized, trained personnel. 
Hundreds of persons have been arrested in the form of leaders and members of the 
armed organizations and in the possession of large amounts of iocal and foreign 
currency which have been seized. 


The Egyptian authorities discovered the terrorist organization on 25 September, 
that is, about 2 weeks before the assassination of President al-Sadat. The late 
Egyptian president viewed a color movie on videotape that dealt with a plan that 
had been drawn up to assassinate him earlier. The organization was led by a person 
named ‘'Abbud al-Zumr, whom policemen arrested. Egyptian sources mention nothing 
about the nature of his relations with the army, though foreign journalists and 
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observers in Cairo point out that ‘Abbud al-Zumr was an Egyptian intelligence of- 
ficer of the rank of major and that he was closely involved in smuggling arms and 
ammunition to the group that carried out the assassination of al-Sadat on 6 October: 
carrying ammunition in weapons and machine guns used in military parades is forbid- 
den. ‘Abbud al-Zumr was the one who organized the disturbances that took place in 
the city of Asyut in the wake of the assassination of the Egyptian president, and 
the Egyptian police arrested him during these disturbances. 


In their investigations, Egyptian authorities also lay emphasis on the role of the 
Republican Guard in "facilitating" the success of the assassination act, especial- 
ly since the members of that guard did not do anything to prevent the assailants 
from approaching the official stand and continuing to direct fire at President al- 
Sadat for a period of nearly 2 minutes, although a number of guards were standing 
near this stand. In this regard official sources close to the army point out that 
most of the officers who were arrested and are under investigation were from the 
Republican Guard. The most prominent of them was Maj Gen Hasan al-Misri, who was 
in charge of the unit assigned to protect President al-Sadat. These sources also 
point out that the Republican Guard is no longer in charge of protecting the 
Egyptian president but that a special unit under the command of an air force of- 
ficer has been assigned to accompany and protect President Husni Mubarak at the 
present time. Sources close to the army pointed out that the air force and the 
Navy were not the subject of the purge process now going om in the ranks of the 
armed forces. 


The newspaper MAYU, which is the newspaper of the governing National Democratic 
Party, pointed out that it is members of the extremist Istamic organizations who 
have been arrested and that most of them are from tie Repentance and Atonement 
Society. In their confessions, they have unanimously stated that they did not ex- 
pect that the police agencies would deliver a blow of such decisiveness, intensity 
and violence against them. They did not expect that a large number of them would 
be arrested after they had fled from Asyut to other governorates with policemen's 
bullets in their bodies. The investigations have also disclosed that the Islamic 
groups had agreed in their meetings to put intellectual contradictions among then- 
selves to the side until a later stage and to settle on concentrating on a single 
goal at this stage, to assassinate some prominent political leaders, strive to 
spread about an air of chaos, terror and disruption and attack police agency cent- 
ers, with the goal of paralyzing their movements to control the state of security. 


The Egyptian police seized large amounts of arms and ammunition, including machine 
guns of the Israeli Uzi type, in the possession of the Islamic groups. The groups 
used their weapons in skirmishes with policemen in a number of sections of Cairo, 
especially in the al-Ma‘adi area where policemen sustained injuries. In a Ministry 
of the Interior statement, it was noted that the arms that were seized included 17 
machine guns, 23 revolvers, 143 bombs, 75 kilograms of incendiaries and explosives, 
hundreds of bombs of the Molotov cocktail variety, and so forth. 


Sources in Cairo point out that the operation of liquidating the Islamic groups 
in their centers in the Egyptian towns and villages and in the ranks of the army 
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would continue and that President Husni Mubarak would absolutely not be negligent 
in this area, because the new era in Egypt must begin its rule from a position of 
Strength, especially since he feels that the Egyptian people stand beside him in 
confronting these extremist tendencies and which are seeking to strike at the unity 
of the Egyptian people and threaten Egypt's stability and prestige abroad. 
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ASSISTANT PROSECUTOR FOLLOWS UP ON TERRORIST INVESTIGATIONS

/Article: "The Office To Follow up on Investigations in the Terrorist Cases Is 
under the Supervision of the Assistant Public Prosecutor"/ 


/Text/ It has been decided to establish an office to follow up on investigations 
into the terrorist elements that were arrested recently following the discovery of 
the true dimensions of their criminal scheme to overthrow the regime. 


' This decision was taken at a meeting held by Counsellor Ahmad Samir Sami, minister 
of justice, along with Counsellor Salah al-Rashidi, the public prosecutor, with 
the objective of supervising the ongoing investigations into all the terrorist 
elements and coordinating the investigations that are being made by the office of 
the public prosecutor and the military authorities, preparatory to combining the 
disposition of both. 


Heading the office is Counsellor Safwat ‘Abbas, a public lawyer. It is made up of 
Counsellors Sahib Hafiz and Mahir al-Jindi, Muhammad ‘Abdallah Mihran, public 
lawyers /sic/, Ibrahim 'Abd-al-Mutaliby and Muhammad Hanafi, head of the public 
prosecutor's office.

TERRORIST HIDEOUT IN VILLAGE EXPOSED, DESCRIBED 
Cairo MAYU in Arabic No 38, 26 Oct 81 p 10 


/Article by ‘Adil Ibrahim: "Secrets of the 'Nest' the Terrorist Groups Lived * 
In--A Small Village Turned into an Arms Arsenal and Hideaway for Sabotage Activity"/ 


/Text/ In a small village in the Egyptian countryside, the story of the terror the 
religious groups engaged in against the Egyptian people began. This secure village 
turned into a nest for armed terrorist societies, an arsenal for storing weapons, 
and a stage for training in combat, sabotage and assassination. 


The people of the village were not silent about this terrorist activity which 
ruined their security. They entered into armed battles with machine guns and bombs 
against the members of the terrorist groups. The families to which the terrorists 
were related by blood declared that they washed their hands of them and other 
families helped the security men pursue the terrorists and gave them guidance in 
arresting them. 


After the terrorist groups had committed the latest vile crimes, the al-Zumr 
family, to which the terrorists ‘Abbud and Tariq al-Zumr belong, demanded that 
these two criminals be executed, and the family said that it would not take de- 
livery of their bodies. 


The first outlines of the story of the terrorist groups began inside a small vil- 
lage named Nahiya, in the Imbabah District, and subsequently started to spread in 
the university faculties. For 2 years this village has been considered an im- 
portant center for these extremists’ activities and appeals for their principles 
and ideas. There also the training in combat and liquidation began. 


More than once, leaders and commanders of terrorist groups from various govern- 
orates met in the village of Nahiya and their horrible movements and actions be- 
gan to provoke doubts among the honest people of the village, changing the course 
of their tranquil, secure lives and causing them to live in a climate of anxiety, 
panic and terror. They frequently informed the security authorities and executive 
agencies in al-Jizah Governorate. Recently the security agencies were compelled 
to intervene and arrest some extremists who belonged to these groups, especially 
since they were committing aggressions against the inhabitants and citizens who 
had given notice of their activities, had refused to join their ranks, or did not 
keep the activities they were intending to carry out secret. 
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Belonging to these groups were the terrorists Tariq ‘Abd-al-Mawjud al-Zumr and 
"Abbud ‘Abd-al-Latif al-Zumr, who took part in commanding the recent events of 
Asyut, and also the doctor ‘Isam al-'Aryan, commander of the group in the village 
of Nahiya and deputy secretary general of the terrorist groups recently formed in 
the governorates, faculties and university villages. 


This village witnessed battles with machine guns and bombs between the members of 
the terrorist groups and their families, relatives and guardians. Most of the 
families declared that they washed their hands of them. 


A number of the detainees who had stirred up factional strife, old politicians or 
members of the opposition resistance, were behind instigating and financing the 
members of the terrorist groups to stir up strife and perpetrate illusory battles. 


How Did They Emerge? 


Al-Hajj ‘Aziz al-Zumr, member of the Consultative Assembly, says that these groups 
appeared suddenly, without warning and in large numbers. Many of them were not 
people from the village of Nahiya. They started to meet in village mosques which 
did not have mausoleums for paramount sheiks (they rejected the principle of es- 
tablishing mausoleums). They then started to call on everyone around them to 
alienate themselves from this infidel society and armed everyone who joined them. 
Among them appeared groups that carried knives and daggers; that was the method by 
which the people of the village discovered the lies and deviant behavior of these 
extremists. 


After that, some groups of other extremist tendencic*> also appeared, such as the 
communists, who were working to aspire to a specific policy in exploiting these 
groups. Among them for example was the lawyer Ahmad Nasir, former member of the 
People's Assembly for the district of Imbabah, who resides in the same village. 
He would hold symposia with them which on many occasions turned into political 
demonstrations against the regime and Egyptian policy. 


On one occasion, they struck and insulted the imam of a mosque, threw him out of 
the mosque and prevented him from leading prayer because he did not have a beard! 


With regard to the accused person ‘Abbud 'Abd-al-Latif al-Zumr, al-Hajj ‘Aziz al- 
Zumr says that he did not basically reside in the village of Nahiya because his 
father had left it more than 40 years ago; they lived in a village in the city of 
al-Jizah, and most of the young people in the family did not know ‘Abbud because 
the bond with him had been severed a iong time ago--they knew nothing about him 
until the papers published his face, name and link with the most recent events. 


He is the first cousin of Tariq 'Abd-al-Mawjud al-Zumr. ‘Abbud recently married 
the sister of Tariq, who is no more than 25 and was always in conflict with his 
family. His father threw him out of his home a long time ago, after he had 
smashed the television set and damaged the car of one of his father's guests 
because he was a Christian. 


Al-Hajj ‘Aziz al-Zumr emphasizes, "None of the families or the people in them have 
anything whatever to do with these two young men, We, as a family, most proudly 














assert that the most splendid era we have witnessed, and that Egypt has witnessed 
along with us, was the period of the regime of the late martyr President al-Sadat. 
We, as a family, had been oppressed by political parties before the revolution, 
and after the revolution the power centers prevented us from engaging in our 
political rights, imposing sequestration on us until President al-Sadat removed it 
and restored all our rights to us. I, as a member of the family, became a member 
of the People's Assembly for two full terms. President al-Sadat recently did the 
honor of choosing me to be a member of th« Consultative Assembly." 


Majdi al-Zumr, secretary general of the National Party in the District of Imbabah, 
says, "The young people in the family spent more than 18 days chasing ‘Abbud and 
Tariq al-Zumr after we learned that the security authorities wanted to arrest them. 
We had previously informed the security authorities about them after we had heard 
about their extremist activity, especially since the groups they worked for had 
Mnumerous extremist terrorist activities in our village. 


"The terrorist groups also hung loudspeakers which broadcast recordings from the 
Egypt of Arabhood Radio station and sermons stirring up strife among the residents. 
They then demanded that the citizen ‘Abd-al-Shafi Nasr shave his beard and leave 
his job in the Information Authority to join them; when he refused to meet their 
request they prevented him from going into the mosque. As a result of that, a 
battle took place between the terrorist groups that had come to Nahiya from various 
governorates and ‘Abd-al-Shafi's family, in which some of the arches of the mosque 
were destroyed." 


Acts of Aggression against the Citizens 


The peasant ‘'Atiyah 'Abd-al-Shafi adds that he was faced more than once with acts 
of aggression by the commanders and members of the terrorist groups, which had 
gathered in houses to demand a holy war for God's sake in order to acquire the 
land of the mosque. 


Muhammad Husayn al-Zumr says, ‘We were surprised by what happened and did not 
imagine that these two boys could have reached such a stage of treason, criminality 
and terrorism."’ The village chief Ahmad Hasan al-Zumr, the chief of Nahiya, adds 
"We informed the security authorities more than once that the members of these 
terrorist groups were using the village mosques to lead young people astray, and 

we stood up to them because President ali-Sadat was the noblest of all the people 

of Egypt and we suffered severeiy from the power centers before the May revolu- 
tion. I was cemoved from the position of village chief; only al-Sadat was fair 
with me, reinstalling us in the position of chief after 1971. 


Wajih al-Zumr, legal affairs manager in the Governorate of al-Jizah, asserts, "In 
his last speech to the second national convention of the National Party, President 
al-Sadat, may God have mercy on him, condemned the members of the extremist groups 
‘that had exhausted the people's forbearance. When he referred to the terrorist 

(I can't say ‘al-Zumr'), he said that he would not show mercy on the people who 
had exhausted the people's forbearance." 


Al-Hajj ‘Aziz al-Zumr, the patriarch of the al-Zumr family. resumed the conversa- 
tion, saying "All the members of the family demand that Tariq and ‘Abbud al-Zumr 











be executed, and we will not take delivery of their bodies because we wash our 
hands of them. The al-Zumr iamily has a noble nationalist past. Among them, the 
regimental commander Tahir al-Zumr died in battle with the leader Ahmad ‘Urabi 

in the ‘Urabi revolution against the British occupation, and there was also the 
martyr Maj Gen Ahmad al-Zumr whom President al-Sadat deeply honored when he decided 
to name the Diversoir tunnel which is to be erected to link Diversoir with western 
Sinai after him. He had a story of struggle which he etched out with his blood in 


the October war, leading the 23rd Infantry Division in the Second Field Army con- 
centrated west of the canal." 
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ECONOMICS OF DOMESTIC ILLICIT, LEGAL ARMS TRADE DETAILED 
Cairo AL-AHRAM AL-IQTISADI in Arabic No 668, 2 Nov 81 pp 14-18 
/Article by Mustafa Imam and Jamal Zayidah: '"'The Arms Market in Egypt"'/ 


/Text/ The arms trade in Egypt has jumped into the spotlight and has raised a big 
question mark before the public, provoking its concern and demanding an answer, 
following the events of violence and the assassinations that have taken place, 
beginning with the assassination of President al-Sadat and continuing with the 
bloody events in Asyut. 


These events, for the first time, have blatantly exposed a dangerous illegal com- 
merce in arms in Egypt, in which all forbidden arms, rapid-fire arms, automatic 
weapons, machine guns, automatic rifles, revolvers, bombs and explosives are 

bought and sold. These are all arms conmerce in which among ordinary persons is 
prohibited and whose disposition is restricted to people in che army and the police 
only! 


While domestic security authorities are exerting all their effort to combat this 
dangerous trade, there is on the other hand a legitimate arms trade which is con- 
ducted under the sight and within the hearing of the police and under its super- 
vision. In this trade, small arms, hunting rifles and pistols that fire single 
shots, that is, are not rapid-fire and consequently are not offensive but are of 
use in cases of self defense, are bought and sold. This commerce has also come 
into the spotlight as a result of the incidents of violence. Questions and worries 
are being raised about it: has it been afflicted with recession because of these 
incidents? Has it become active? What are the proposed rules on arms permits? 

Do shops that sell weapons need intensified security measures to be protected from 
sudden acts of burglary or theft? 


In this report, AL-IQTISADI exposes both the legitimate and illegitimate markets. 
The Illegal Market 

Let us begin with the illegal market, or the trade in smuggled and prohibited 
weapons. These weapons constitute a market that is well known to many people, 


especially people who carry vengeance in their hearts, crooks and violent crim- 
inals, and it is also well known to the security authorities. 
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The prices of arms in this market are highly competitive. For example, the price 
of a 5-millimeter revolver manufactured locally in the Hilwan war plants is about 
150 pounds. The price of imported revolvers is about 200 to 300 pounds, for semi- 
automatic rifles it comes to about 800 pounds, automatic weapons cost about 1,000 
pounds, and the price for rapid-fire rifles is about 1,200 pounds. 


This market is active in the governorates of Upper Egypt where considerations of 
taking revenge against families and of protecting the home and the land are domi- 
nant. As Maj Gen Husayn al-Samahi, director of general security, says, the security 
authorities are constantly conducting intensified campaigns to seize these weapons. 
Among the most significant of these was the campaign in Asyut in 1978 in which 
11,000 items of weaponry were seized, including rapid-fire automatic weapons, semi- 
automatic weapons, Port Said guns, Lancaster machine guns, single-cartridge weapons 
and locally manufactured revolvers. The director of general security adds that in 
his estimation the sample which was seized represents no more than 20 percent of 

the total arms lacking permits that exist in the Governorate of Asyut alone. 


In addition, as Maj Gen Husayn al-Samahi says, 1,515 items of weaponry were seized 
in campaigns in the Governorate of Qina and notice on the theft of most of these 
weapons had been by the agencies that deal with these weapons. 


Maj Gen Husayn al-Samahi adds that the sources for financing this illegal arms 
market are numerous, but most of them are arms lost in war, especially in the 1956 
war, when arms were distributed among popular defense forces in some governorates, 
then the 1967 and 1973 wars, when the measures for hauling weapons over were dis- 
organized. In some of its raids the General Security Department discovered Israeli 
weapons such as the Uzi gun, reaffirming the fact ti.ct most of the weapons that 
leaked out into the hands of the public did so in time of war. 


What however is the volume of the arms that leaked out of the armed forces during 
war? In a comment, Lt Gen ‘Abd-al-Halim Abu Ghazalah, declaring a "rough estimate," 
said "More than 100,000 automatic rifles have been distributed since the 1956 war 
but not recovered and in addition it was possible to smuggle many of the weapons 
left in Sinai into the country--and this is not to speak about the possibility for 
smuggling arms across the western borders" 


Police and army sources add the theft of arms from some army and police units, 
which is considered one of the sources for financing this illegal market. There 

is a third source for this market which, while of iimited influence, consists of 
people who manufacture what are known as "personals," locally-made revolvers 

firing Russian-caliber rounds, a primitive attempt to manufacture arms that consist 
of barrels and stocks and sell for about 30 pounds. That is very low when compared 
with the prices for imported revolvers, which can come to 200 pounds. 


Maj Gen al-Samahi adds that there are about 80 persons throughout the republic who 
are manufacturing these "personals." 


As regards explosives such as bombs, anyone who has a special knowledge of chem- 
istry can make a bomb that can do the job of a Molotov cocktail. 








Recession in the Legal Market 


This is as far as the illegal market for arms goes. What about the legal market, 
that which goes through arms stores within the sight, hearing and supervision of 
the security authorities? 


At the outset we must state that the legal market does not seli prohibited or rapid- 
fire arms; sales are confined to hunting shotguns only and revolvers firing single 
shots. This market is under the careful surveillance and supervision of the Min- 
istry of the Interior, since it is through that ministry that these weapons are 
imported. It also supervises arms registration; shops cannot sell a single weapon 
to anyone who does not possess a permit from the Ministry of the Interior. There- 
fore it is a market that is intensely supervised! 


As Col Nabil Fayid, chairman of the Arms Permits Department in the Ministry of the 
Interior, says, there are 172 shops that sell weapons in Egypt. The number of 
weapons permits granted so far comes to 250,000. 


In their trade, these shops depend on imported arms. Before the economic liberali- 
zation policy, they imported their requirements through a public sector commercial 
company with limited allocations of foreign currency. After the private sector was 
permitted to import from its own sources, however, some owners of these shops 
acquired agencies to distribute the weapons of some American, European and Japanese 
companies. 


Arms importing procedures take place under the supervision of the Ministry of the 
Interior, through arms and ammunition dealers who are authorized by the ministry. 


Imports--How Are They Carried Out? 


With regard to import methods, Col Nabil Fayid also states that the merchants pre- 
sent applications to import specific types of arms in specific numbers, as stated 
by the body from which the arms are imported. Each merchant has a specific amount 
of arms and ammunition that he is permitted to import and deal in. The merchants 
are of two groups: first class merchants, who have spent 6 years in the business, 
and second class merchants who have spent periods of less than 6 years. The im- 
ported weapons are examined in customs by the explosives inspector and then permits 
are received to transport these arms from the port police department to the shops. 
These weapons are then listed in special registers on the entry and exit of arms, 
and no merchant can sell a piece of weaponry except to persons who have permits 
from the police department to buy weapons. 


Col Nabil adds that the volume of arms imported in the last 5 years came to 1,060 
shotguns used for hunting and guard purposes, 15,000 revolvers, and 13,000 regular 
(bullet-firing) rifles. 


In the market, states Ahmad Mansi, the owner of a weapons shop, there are about 

four or five big stores which import arms and they have branches in the governorates. 
They also sell to retail shops. The number of retail shops has increased in the 

last 8 years because of an increasing interest in obtaining arms permits, and con- 
sequently increased sales activity, especially in the provinces. 











He adds that the value of what he himself imports annually comes to about 8,000 
pounds. 


On the types and prices of arms imported into Egypt, Musa Fathalliah, a shopowner, 
says that these are hunting rifles and that their price ranges from 100 to 200 
pounds. Public interest in them is increasing. 


Sharpshooters’ and other pistals are numerous and are imported from Italy, Belgiun, 
Britain, Germany and America, There is a local variety, the Hilwan, produced by 
the war factories, costing 120 pounds. The most famous imported type is the short 
Italian 9-millimeter Baretta, costing 275 pounds, and there are American types, of 
which the most famous are Smith and Wesson and Colt six-shooters costing 300 pounds. 


There are Spanish types whose costs range from 100 to 200 pounds. On the volume of 
sales in the arms stores, sales, as the shopowners say, were active before «he al- 
Zawiyah al-Hamra' incidents, and would range from 20 to 40 pieces per month. fFol- 
lowing these incidents, and the Ministry of the Interior's refusal to grant new 
arms permits so far, because of the recent events, the shops have stopped selling 
and the business has been hit by a recession. 


Ahmad Mansi says that some people view weapons sales shops with fear, but that is 
not fair because it has not yet been established that anyone possessing arms per- 
mits took part in any violent incidents. Indeed, some of these people helped the 
police forces. He considers that the most recent circumstances are to be considered 
essential because the Ministry of the Interior permits the issuance of arms permits 
to people it considers fit to bear arms, especially since the measures of issuing 
permits are carried out with utmost care. 


Indeed, some people recommend that the Ministry of the Interior make an announce- 
ment paving the way to grant permits to people who possess arms without permits, 
because that will without a doubt put them under the scrutiny of the security 
authorities rather than have the latter not know who these people are. 


The arms dealer Musa Fathalleh recommends that Interior facilitate measures for 
issuing permits so that precinct officials be given the right to issue permits; the 
precinct must ascertain the extent to which persons applying for permits are en- 
titled to obtain arms. 


Inadequate Measures 


Most arms sales shops display hunting rifles and weapons in their display cases. 
They display pistols and ammunition in cases or boxes inside the shops. It is 
possible that these shops can be prey to sudden theft or burglary. Therefore 

shop owners recommend that special police guards be assigned to each shop, at least 
at night or during the period of closing, for safety's sake. 


Intensification of Punishment 
Although the legal arms market is under domestic surveillance and measures for ob- 


taining arms are precise and thorough, nonetheless, after the recent violent inci- 
dents, the Ministry of the Interior prepared a draft of a new law amending the 
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current law bearing on the permits. On the philosophy of the proposed amendments, 
Maj Gen Hasan al-Samahi states "The rule is that the government is responsible for 
protecting people and property. The exception is for us to give such a responsi- 
bility to individuals. Our rule is that permits should be granted. The old law 
gives precinct and administrative center officials the right /to grant/ permits for 
four pieces--two 'polished pieces’, that is, rifles used for hunting, and two 
pieces with ordinary barrels. In the wake of the recent incidents, we have found 
that it is necessary to review the powers given to everyone who has the right to 
grant permits and to restrict the security director's jurisdiction in granting per- 
mits to two pieces, so that persons with permits will not have more than four 
pieces. Quantities in excess of that will be presented to the assistant minister 
of the interior /for review/. 


"In addition, the draft of the new law stipulates additional conditions, among them 
ones related to the type of arms. We have prohibited permits for rapid-fire weapons 
and have forbidden giving permits for them except to public sector companies. The 
law stipulates that /owners/ be not less than 21 years of age. Among the conditions 
related to individuals is that the permit applicants be able to bear arms, and the 
draft also stipulates that the people bearing arms be physically fit and able to 
handle then. 


"The penalties for violations have also been tightened up, to imprisonment for a 
period of no less than 1 month and a fine of 50 to 500 pounds for anyone possessing 
hand-to-hand combat weapons, including fencing swords, bayonets, daggers, double- 
edged knives, knives with one and a half edges, lances, pocket knives, ‘antelope 
horns,’ axes and knives whose possession or ownership is not justified by occupa- 
tional need. The penalty for the violation is imprisonment for a period of not 
less than 2 months and a fine of 100 to 1,000 pounds if these arms are in one's 
possession in areas of population accumulations, means of transport or places of 
worship. 


"An additional period has also been added for possession of firearms. The punish- 
ment now is hard labor for a term or for life in the case of people who own or 
possess arms of these types, ammunition or explosives by themselves or through 
others without permit in areas of population accumulations, public means of trans- 
port or places of worship. The punishment is death if ownership or possession of 
such arms, ammunition or explosives is with the intent to use them for any activity 
harmful to public security or infringing on the regime, the principles of the con- 
stitution, the basic statutes of the social structure, national unity or social 
peace," 


I asked Maj Gen al-Samahi, "Don't you believe that all these measures will inhibit 
people who want to get arms permits?" 


He said, "I can assert that giving permits to bear arms to people who possess what 
they want to keep is still in effect and that the process of prohibiting permits 
was for a temporary period. The intention in that was to hold down the incidents 
arising from the wrongful use of these weapons, such as the use of weapons during 
weddings. The legal amendment to this crime has been to a misdemeanor for errone- 
ous injury, and as a result some people deliberately perpetrate crimes of premedi- 
tated murder at weddings and evade punishment on the claim that they were errone- 
ous injuries." 








Results of the Week's Arms Seizures 


Security forces, in the process of pursuing the Renunciation and Atonement Groups, 
have managed to seize large amounts of arms. These are the yields from the can- 
paign they carried out last week: 


170 rapid-fire cannons. 

41 rapid fire automatic and semiautomatic rifles.

8.5 kilograms of dynamite. 

82 TNT molds. 

46 explosives. 

34 fuses and timing devices to prepare time bombs and charges. 


Bottles filled with gasoline and incendiary materials. 


Thousands of rounds and ammunition of various types for weapons and special cases 
for them.

["Text" of 1 December cable sent by the Executive Committee of the Youths and 
Students Organization of the National Resistance Movement of Iran from Paris, 
France, to the chairman of the UN Human Rights Commission] 


[Text] Respectable chairman of the Human Rights Commission: (?0n that day) when 
humanitarians gathered from the four corners of the world and approved and declared 
the human rights declaration, they were speaking of a belief in the basic rights 

of man, of humanitarian values and position, and of equal rights for men and women, 
irrespective of race, color, religion, nationality, language and political belief. 
Where are [words indistinct]? Where are those humanitarians? That declaration 

has not yet lost its value and remains in force. Although the Human Rights 
Commission still exists, only a memory remains of [words in distinct] and human 
rights declaration. Possibly because of the expediency of time, members of the 
commission have ignored the articles (?resolved by their predecessors) and have 
preferred expediency to right, and have forgotten the name of the Islamic Republic 
and saved their humanitarian moves for prisoners and convicts of other countries 

of the world. If this was not the case, then the humanitarians' rage should have 
terrified Khomeyni's executioners and forced them to flee. Their shout should have 
shaken the skies. 


On that day (?they decided) [words indistinct] and to create a better life, while 
today they are showing indifference to the retrogression of the Iranian society. 
They said that no one can be tortured, harassed, punished or treated in an oppres- 
sive way or in a way contrary to humanitarianism and human rights. Yet today the 
stoning of an Iranian woman and the execution by firing squad of Iranian children 
does not even affect their (?hearts). As far as the executioners in Islamic 

garb are concerned, the execution of 9-year-old children on charges of opposing 

the revolution is something very natural. What would the opinion of the respectable 
members of the Human Rights Commission be? One wonders.... 


The Islamic Republic replies to the expression of opinion with bullets, and 
(?turns) peaceful gatherings to (?scenes of brutality and bloodshed) [words 
indistinct]. Aren't these acts unconditional violations of the delcaration of 
human rights? If yes, then why hasn't the name of the Islamic Republic been 
included in the list of regimes (?violating human rights)? 
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Ladies and gentlemen, respectable members of the Human Rights Commission: Your 
silence is very costly for the Iranian nation. The savage acts of Khomeyni's 
regime are not a secret to anyone. The mass media's (?reporting on confessions by 
officials) of the Islamic Republic speak of executions and killings by Khomeyni's 
executioners (?every few minutes). The official published reports are documents, 
documents proving the pitiless killing of Iranian youths who are being sent every 
day to the firing squad in groups. Even despite its (?basic laws) and official 
undertakings vis-a-vis the UN, the Islamic Republic is flagrantly violating all 
the principles of the human rights declaration and does not consider it necessary 
to implement that which it itself has called a constitution. Nevertheless you 
are silent. Why? At a time when an Italian mother who has no commitments and 
responsibilities toward the Iranian nation and who does not consider silence about 
Khomeyni's inhumane regime suitable and sets fire to herself in protest, your 
silence is unforgivable. 


We expect nothing but sympathy and protest concerning the savage and inhumane 
acts committed by Khomeyni's regime, on the basis of the world human rights 
declaration, so that the Human Rights Commission will continue to remain the 
loftiest refuge of man and the base of humanitarianisn.

[Begin recording] [Question by unidentified correspondent] Mr Nurbakhsh, during 
the past few days you held discussions with authorities in Germany and you attended 
the annual Drupp meeting. Would you tell us what issues were discussed there? 


[Answer] In the name of God, the compassionate, the merciful. The main aim of 

my trip was to attend the Krupp meeting which was held as it is every year. 

During the meeting, the main issue was the general status of Krupp Steel Industries. 
Decisions are to be made regarding the merger between Krupp and other factories, 

in such a way that their economic status is improved; (?on the whole), so that it 
preserves our interests, especially from the point of view of our shares. 


[Question] What did you discuss with German authorities? 


[Answer] During this trip I had the opportunity to hold a meeting, at the invita- 
tion of the Foreign Ministry's economic undersecretary, with the German deputy 
finance minister. On the whole the outcome of these talks was that, first of all, 
Germany reached the conclusion that Iran is a stable factor in the Persian Gulf 
region, and that Iran was successfully able to overcome various events, namely 
internal terrorism and efforts to disintegrate the country, and the war. During 
my meetings, the German authorities admitted that they consider Iran a stable factor 
in the region, that is a country which is able to solve its own problems. In 
connection with the expansion of economic relations, we held talks in which the 
German deputy finance minister was particularly interested. Of course, efforts 
will be made so that the expansion of relations is in the interest of both parties, 
especially in our interests.

[Text] The Voice of Iran correspondent has reported that following the demise of 
Mullah Dastgheyb, Khomeyni's representative in Shiraz, the regime's authorities 
have become terrified and have intensified their policy of suffocation. According 
to this report, undeclared martial law has been in effect in Shiraz since Saturday 
night. The regime's guards have been interrogating citizens for long periods and 
have been searching all vehicles. According to our reporter, the assassination of 
Mullah Dastgheyb and 12 other lackeys of the regime--including Dastgheyb's personal 
bodyguards--is one of the biggest blows against the Islamic Republic of Khomeyni 
since the explosion in the prime minister's office, which killed Raja'i and Bahonar. 


The report also adds that on Saturday afternoon the regime's guards issued a rumor 
in Shiraz stating that those persons responsible for Mullah Dastgheyb's death had 
been arrested. However, the rumor was denied a few hours later. There is a strong 
possibility that the wave of arrests will increase and that persecution of the 
opposition will intensify. One report also states that several Shirazi youths and 
Bazaaris have been arrested. 


Our correspondent's dispatch also states that Mullah Dastgheyb's demise has dealt 

a strong mental blow against Khomeyni. In a meeting with a number of government 
mullahs from Semnan, Khomeyni--looking very sad and disturbed--said that the 
regime's mullahs are the prime targets in these terrorist actions. He also blamed 
the United States [for the action] as usual and did not mention the Iranian people's 
opposition to his regime.

The Free Voice of Iran corres- 
pondent has added that the 19-year-old driver of the car was (Kurosh Puladi) and 
was [words indisti:ct] in London and then joined the agents of Savama, the terrifying 
intelligence organization of the mullahs. He and two other terrorists intended 

to carry out the explosion at demonstrations by opponents of the regime but became 
themselves victims of their plot. The London police have not yet been able to 
identify the two other terrorists who were killed in this incident since they had 
arrived in London under false names, carrying forged passports given to them by 

the Khomeyni regime's embassy in Paris. Meanwhile, the GUARDIAN reported that it 

is highly possible that this bomb was to have been planted among some of the regime's 
opponents who had planned to demonstrate 25 minutes later near the place of the 
explosion. These demonstrations had been organized by Iranian monarchists and 
apparently one of the armed forces commanders was to be among the speakers. The 
occasion of the monarchists' demonstrations was the 12 December anniversary of the 
liberation of Azarbayjan. The GUARDIAN added that the 12 December demonstrations 
had been announced long in advance and all the Iranians living in the United 
Kingdom knew the exact date and place of the demonstrations. Therefore, there is 

no doubt that Ayatollah Khomeyni's security organization was also aware of the 
details. According to the GUARDIAN, an informed Iranian source said that the 
high-ranking antiregime military figure intended to reveal the mullahs’ plot on 
downing the C-130 plane that carried Fallahi, Fakuri and Namju in September, 

the incident in which three high-ranking officials of the Islamic Republic's armed 
forces were killed. The British newspaper wrote that following this air disaster, 
Abolhasan Bani-Sadr had stated in Paris that Colonel Fakuri was one of the staunch 
opponents of Khomeyni's regime and intended to leave Iran.

[Text] Tehran, 15 Dec (PARS)--Hojjat ol-Eslam ‘Ali Akbar Nateq-Nuri was born 

in 1943 in Nur, Mazandaran Province in the Caspian Sea region, into a religious 
family. His father was one of the active ulema who strived immensely towards 
guiding the people. Hojjat ol-Eslam Nateq-Nuri went to Qom at 15 to study Islamic 
{word indistinct]. He was a student of such prominent ulema as Ayatollah Montazeri, 
and Ayatollah Meshkini. He then entered the Divinity and Islamic Sciences College 
and, in 1970, was graduated in Islamic philosophy. He started his political opposi- 
tion to the despotic regime of the defunct shah in 1963 and 4 years later, was 
imprisoned with a group of bazaar people in connection with the statement of 

Imam Khomeyni, the leader of the revolution and founder of the Islamic Republic 

of Iran, on banning transactions with the Zionists usurping Palestine. After 

being freed from prison, he was once again arrested in 1971 for delivering a 

speech at the Tehran's Ark Mosque and was tortured and later was forbidden to speak 
in mosques and was deprived of working as an Islamic scholar, on the order of the 
defunct Nasiri, the (?master) of the Savak. 


In [date indistinct] he spoke in one of the mosques of Qom on the occasion of 
the 40th day of the martyrdom of the Tabriz people by the troops of the definct 
shah. He was again arrested for his role in awakening the people about the 
martyrs in Yazd, centrai Iran. However, on the order of the militant clergy, he 
went to Lebanon and Syria and after the enactment of his mission, returned to 
Tehran on time for participating in the managing demonstrations of Ashura and 
Tasu'a. He played an effective role in the committee to welcome Imam Khomeyni 
to Iran and took part in the sit-in held at Tehran University, along with other 
ulema to protest (last shah's pm) Bakhtar's closure of the airports. In the 
beginning of the victory of the Islamic revolution, he played a role in safe- 
guarding the Alnai School, where Imam Khomeyni was staying. 


Later he was chosen as imam's repre-entative in Jihad Sazandegi (reconstruction) 
and was elected as a representative to the Islamic Consultative Assembly (Majlis).

[Text] Tehran, 15 Dec (PARS)--Dr ‘Ali Akbar Velayati was born in 1945 in Tehran, 
graduated from the Medical College of Tehran University and 3 years later received 
his degree of specialisatior in children's medicine. Then to complete his educa- 
tion, he went to the U.S. and in 1976, was able to receive his post-graduate 
degree in the field of infectious diseases. While in the U.S. he became a member 
of the Muslim Students’ Association there. In addition to that, he is a member 
of the board of trustees of the Physicians’ Islamic Association and a member of the 
Scientific Committee of the College of the Health Sciences and has been active in 
establishing the relief and treatment centres in cooperation with dedicated 
religious scholars and physicians in the first round of elections for the Islamic 
Consultative Assembly. He was elected as a deputy from Tehran and became a member 
of the Health and Welfare Committee of the Majlis. 


Dr ‘Ali Akbar Velayati went once to Saudi Arabia to perform the Haj rituals and 
has also been in Greece and Britain. His last trip abroad was to Cuba to partici- 
pate in the inter-parliamentary union conference recently held in Havana. 


He is also a member of the Physicians’ Association of the Islamic Republic Party 
(?and has) written extensively in his field of specialisation: "Infectious 
Diseases" in two volumes, "Antibiotics" and many articles on medicine and on social 
affairs. Before the victory of the Islamic revolution, he was an assistant 

{word indistinct] and the educational manager of the College of Health Sciences. 
After the triumph of the Islamic revolution he served as the educational manager 
and undersecretary in treatment affairs of the Ministry of Health and Social 
Welfare. 


He started his political activities in 1961 and ‘n i963 and played a principal 
role in (?raising) the Islamic Association of the Medical College of Tehran 
University. After joining underground political-ideological activities of Imam 
Khomeyni, he continued his political activities within the Islamic movement until 
the victory of the revolution. The nominee has stated his understanding of the

[Text] A Voice of Iran correspondent reports that another patriotic officer of 
our country, retired Maj Gen Ruhollah Ertefa'i, has been imprisoned by the clericai 
regime and that he will possibly be (?tried in the illegal court within the next 
20 days and be executed). 


Major General Ertefa'i, who is one of our country's most virtuous and respected 
officers, (?was arrested) on 5 December (?when mercenaries) [words indistinct]. 

The Voice of Iran correspondent adds that the (?reason) for arresting Major General 
Ertefa'i (?after about 3 years) is directly linked with the intensification of 
activities by the armed forces personnel, particularly opposition by the gendarmerie 
forces. The report also states that the regime's revolutionary prosecutor has 
condemned retired Maj Gen Ruhollah Ertefa'i (?for having engineered a plan to 

crush) a group of communists (?in the northern mountains between 1977 and 1978) 
when he was the commander of the (?operations bureau of the imperial gendarmeric 

of Iran.) 


It should be noted that in 1978 a terrorist and training organization of the 
communist organization Feda'’iyan-e Khalq was discovered in the Alborz Heights. 
Only four members of this communist organization were arrested and imprisoned, but 
they were released a few months later when a pardon was issued. Our correspondent 
ends his report by saying that this is the major accusation against retired Maj 
Gen Ertefa'i, while another accusation is having served with the imperial Iranian 
armed forces. 


Another report by a Voice of Iran correspondent states that the regime's Revolu- 
tion Guards Corps has confessed that 236 monarchist combatants as well as members 
of the Mojahedin-e Khalq were arrested and imprisoned during the past month.

PRIME MINISTER DISCUSSES RELATIONS WITH ARAB STATES 
Paris LE FIGARO MAGAZINE in French 28 Nov 81 pp 98-99, 101 


[Interview with Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin by Robert Lacontre, in 
Jerusalem; date not specified] 


[Text] Robert Lacontre: Mr Prime Minister, Prince Fahd himself said that his plan 
was merely a point of departure for trying to find an overall solution. What do you 
think of it? 


Menahem Begin: His plan is not a plan; it is a non-plan, a non-program. I am go- 
ing to use Gen De Gaulle's words: "I will tell you why!" Why the Fahd plan's eight 
points mean, quite simply: how to liquidate Israel, not immediately, but little by 
little. The first stage is for Israel to withdraw from the frontier of 4 June 1967, 
that is to say at least 30 km from the sea. Well, the PLO now has Soviet 130-mm 
guns that shoot 27 km, and missiles. That is a direct threat to our country. The 
second stage consists of Judea, Samaria and the Gaza District being under the con- 
trol of the UN for three months. Next those territories are recovered by the PLO. 
At that time the enemy's advance positions will be 3 km from Tel Aviv, Jaffa, etc. 
In a very short time the Palestinian State will become a Soviet base. Because the 
Fatah, which is the principal component of the PLO, thoroughly defined its inten- 
tions at the recent meeting in Damascus. I quote: "Strengthening the strategic al- 
liance with the socialist countries directed by the Soviet Union."' This is a eu- 
phemism for saying "We are going to serve Moscow."' Now, Odessa is two and a half 
hours from Judea. No problem, therefore, for the Russians to transport weapons and 
baggage, instructors and soldiers. In addition, behind this Palestinian State are 
Jordan and iraq, then those two countries are allied against Iran, with the help of 
Saudi Arabia. Finally, the Syrians, who for the moment are enemies of Jordan, can 
change their minds at a single stroke. That makes four Arab countries, armed to «he 
teeth, that have decided to destroy Israel. And then there is the seventh point: 
"Recognition of the countries of the region, the rights of those countries to live 
in peace.'' This was interpreted by the Europeans, but also by the United States, as 
recognition of Israel. Only the word Israel is not mentioned. Meanwhile, a very 
Significant incident occurred. A diplomat from the Saudi Arabian embassy in Wash- 
ington stated that it was really a question of recognition of Israel. Seven hours 
later an official statement from Riyadh corrected the fire: the diplomat had been 
speaking personally, his words had no basis in fact. 


At any rate, what difference does it make whether a state is recognized or not! 
Germany certainly recognized the French Republic, and it took Alsace and Lorraine. 
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Poland, too, was recognized, but Germany and Russia destroyed the Polish state. So 
recognition represents no safeguard for the future. The reality is that we are sur- 
rounded by enemies. We have to be very careful. We must not let ourselves be 
biinded by words. What is the hereditary Saudi prince suggesting? The destruction 
of the state of Israel in stages. President Reagan said there were promises of ne- 
gotiations in the Fahd plan. However, the word "negotiations" did not appear. Ev- 
erything is imposed on Israel, there is no question of negotiations. The hereditary 
prince, and undoubtedly the PLO, and perhaps someone else, have imagined that Israel 
could be brought to her knees. 


So this plan has no significance for us. It will soon be forgotten, like all the 
other documents intended to destroy us. If Prince Fahd or King Khaled want to talk 
peace with us, there is only one way to do it. They can come to Jerusalem and study 
how a people live in peace, or invite me to go to Riyadh. I will gladly go to 
Riyadh to talk with then, or else in neutral territory, Switzerland for example. 
Without documents, without special dossiers, without blah blah blah, then we will 
talk peace. 


[Question] Who do you think murdered al-Sadat? 


[Answer] He was assassinated, it seems, by a small group of people who live on an- 
other planet. They think al-Sadat deviated from Islam, and that if they should be 
killed they will go directly to Paradise. They are stupid fanatics who cannot even 
be talked to. Look at Khomeynism, that horrible fanaticism, the darkest period in 
the history of humanity, even darker than the Middle Ages, executions, torture, mas- 
sacres, a horrible regime which, in the name of Islam, overflowed into Syria, into 
Egypt. The assassination of al-Sadat was a terrible blow for Egypt and for me, be- 
cause al-Sadat was not only my partner in the peace process, but my personal friend 
as well. Right here is where the Egyptian president arrived in Jerusalem four years 
ago. I had told him in my letter of invitation, you will be received by the entire 
Israeli people with much warmth, with much respect. His coming was an act of courage 
which I appreciated very much. It was for this reason that I went to his funeral 
with great sadness in my heart. Al-Sadat and I often said to each other, we are 
human beings, we can vanish any day, but our nations are eternal, that is why we 

must make peace for our peoples. We are certain that peace will survive each of us. 
Now Mubarak has taken over the government. He is in control of the situation. We 
have had a very warm conversation. We took each other's hands and we said, peace 
forever. Because such a great event, such an historic event, a peace treaty between 
two countries that have waged war against each other for 31 years, cannot vanish 
with its creators. So we must now carry out the second part of the Camp David Ac- 
cords: autonomy for the Palestinian Arabs living in Judea, in Samaria and in the 
Gaza District. Friends may have differences, it is true, but we are going to con- 
tinue our negotiations until we arrive at last at an understanding.

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[Answer] Al-Sadat asserted that the Libyan colonel was crazy. Can a man who wants 
to sink the Queen Elizabeth with 2,000 passengers aboard be entirely normal?

{Question] Why did he ieave Chad so suddenly, at the very moment when Syrian troop 
movements toward Libya were being talked about? 


[Answer] Who can explain the actions of a crazy man? Why would he need Chad, which 
is immense, when Libya is gigantic and has only 4 million inhabitants? This is to- 

tally irrational. Of course, Syria and Libya are linked by a kind of military pact. 
Those two countries mutually help each other. There are movements of airplanes be- 

tween Syria and Libya and vice versa. Qadhdhafi undoubtedly asked Damascus to send 

him aid at the time of the Libyan invasion. Then he had a new whim. 


(Question] Why don't we hear anything any more about the missiles in the Lebanese 
plain of Beka? 


|Answer} I am going to have a meeting with the American ambassador and I have asked 
him where was Mr Philip H'.bib, who promised me several months ago that he would have 
those missiles withdrawn from Lebanon.

[Question] Do you consider Syria a new Soviet bridgehead?

[Text] The citizens have received with satisfaction the inauguration of the 
National Assembly's new session and the resumption of parliamentary life following 
the summer vacation. 


The source of this satisfaction is the citizens’ hopes that this National Assembly 
will exercise its powers by lifting the shackles restricting democratic liberties, 
expanding the spheres of these liberties, formulating their bases, entrenching their 
course and developing their forms in this session, which will have more time than 
the previous session. Some have cited the lack of time as the reason for the 
inability of the Assembly's previous session to accomplish a number of issues of 
significance to the citizens, especially the abolishment of articie 35/35 of the 
publication law and the introduction of democratic amendments to the law on public 
gatherings. 


But statements by some observers in the wake of the initial session to the effect 
that the outcome of the parliamentary committees‘ election hed been prearranged 
befere convocation of the session has caused disappointment among the citizens. 


Some observers have noted that it seems that there is a faction that sought to 
attain positions of leadership in the parliamentary committees and that this faction 
has succeeded in doing so, without consideration for the abilities and experience 
needed by the deputies to hold these positions. This reference is not at all 
intended to denigrate individuals, but the citizens are motivated by the desire 

not to have the Assembly's accomplishments characterized by weakness and inadequacy, 
thus preventing it from carrying out the enormous backlog of tasks awaiting it-- 
tasks that require that maximum use be made of experienced and capable deputies. 
Failure to have such deputies occupy positions compatible with their capabilities 
and their experience will lead to paralyzation of their effectiveness to one degree 
or another. 

Commenting on the way the elections were held, some people go so far as to express 
their lack of confidence in the Assembly's ability to confront its tasks, especially 
those tasks connected with democratic liberties and with the constitutional amend- 
ments that observers consider the most significant tasks entrusted to the current

Thus, the signs indicate that the coming phase of the Assembly's life will be 
distinguished by nonproductivity. This situation requires that the capable and 
experienced deputies shoulder their responsibilities with great vigilance. It also 
demands that these deputies exert extraordinary efforts to confront the passage of 
the laws and legislation hostile to the citizens' aspirations. Even though we have 
confidence in the capability of these deputies, what is actually feared is that they 
will be accused of paralyzing the Assembly's effectiveness and that such an accusa- 
tion will provide a justification for what nobody wishes to see happen.

REASONS FOR SUSPENSION OF AL-AZMINAH AL~'ARABIYAH MAGAZINE EXAMINED

{Text] Last Wednesday, 22 October 1981, the UAE Government took a surprise step by 
shutting down AL-AZMINAH AL-'ARABIYAH, a widely circulated magazine with a strong 
influence on local public opinion. In a brief letter to the magazine's chief 
editor, the Council of Ministers said: "A decision has been taken to suspend 
issuance of the weekly AL-AZMINAH AL-'ARABIYAH magazine." No explanation was given 
for the reasons behind the council's decision. However, some well-informed circles 
in Abu Dhabi have linked the shutting down of AL-AZMINAH AL-'ARABIYAH with the 
constitutional crisis into which the state is about to fall this coming December 
when the provisional constitution becomes inoperative. 


The suspension of the magazine's publication has coincided with a report in the 
local press on an imminent meeting of the state's Supreme Council, which is com- 
prised of the rulersof the seven emirates, to discuss the country's constitutional 
conditions and the issues connected with them. 


In its issue of 6 October, AL-AZMINAH AL-'ARABIYAH had warned of the dangers of a 
second extension of the provisional constitution and the dangers of leaving the 
country without a constitution, considering that the current constitution will 
lapse in December 1981. The magazine said: "In less than 2 months, the UAE will 
come to an end with the end of the first extension of the provisional constitution. 
With the termination of the constitution, all the laws, legislation and administra- 
tive and financial regulations will come to an end. Along with them, bilateral 

and collective charters, treaties and agreements will automatically end. So will 
all the employment contracts, emblems and insignia. The political institutions 
produced by the provisional constitutions, such as the Federal National Council and 
the judicial authority, will also come to an end. The government, with its minis- 
tries, departments, offices and Centrai Benk, will also end. Moreover, the 
termination will not stop at this but wil: also include the UAE Supreme Council. 

To put it briefly, everything will come to an end unless, of course, we hasten 
before the ship sinks to prepare a new constitutional formula that will preserve 
the continuity of the state as a political entity on the international map."

A person close to the editorial board has said that several Arab ambassadors to the 
UAE have contacted the magazine and said that the decision has its Arab dimensions 
because the magazine has been pushing for intensification of the Arab positions, 
especially positions connected with the U.S. presence in the Gulf, with the Gulf 
Cooperation Council and with the Arab positions concerning Camp David. 

The magazine had taken a stance of opposition to the Guif Cooperation Council since 
the Council held its first summit in Abu Dhabi last year. The magazine made n 
mention of that summit or of summit convened in the UAE [sic it took a 
negative ince rich it reflected in its total disregar f the activities of the 
council members because it could not declare its position, which casts doubts on 

the Council's goals due to considerations connected with the publications law and 
with the restriction of press liberties.

Some circles of the Ministry of Information, however, 
do not exclude the likelihood that external pressure was exerted for the closure of 
this magazine, which distributes 24,000 copies weekly, especially since the magazine 
has written things about oil prices, the American AWACS in Saudi Arabia and Prince 


Fahnd's initiative for a Middle East settlement. 


The confrontation between AL-AZMINAH AL-'ARABIYAH and the government has not ended. 
here are those who are trying to persuade the state officials that suspension of 
the magazine may generate internal complications that will not be in favor of the 
-alm the government wants in the next 2 months. Moreover, the Council of Ministers' 
suspension decision has been understood as if it were intended to keep the door of 


negotiations with the magazine officials open so as to pressure them to change the 
course they have followed since inauguration of the magazine in March 1979.
